Csvem  Spring  and  Palette  Spring.  Minerva  Snrini*  md  Cleopatra  Spring 
are  hoth  flowing  reasonable  quantities  of  water  end  there  is  consider- 
able activity  at  Blue  Spring  where  it  has  buried  a  considerable  por- 
tion of  the  walk  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  it  was  urged  several  weeks 
sgo  that  this  he  moved.  Highland  Spring  is  exceedingly  active  and  it 
is  flooding  the  road  for  quite  sens  distance.  On  the  4th  the  spring 
of  Highland  Terrece3*t  near  the  center ?  was  active  but  on  the  23th  of 
March  this  entire  spring  area  wu«  dormant  p*\d   dried  u*,  with  an  in- 
creased flow  of  water  along  die  outer  edge  of  the  area.  Cupid  Spring 
has  e  email   flow  and  is  not  as  active  as  it  was  in  October. 

Orange  Spring  Mound  was  dormant  st  the  beginning  of  the 
month  and  regained  dormant  on  March  29  with  the  exception  of  suae  ac- 
tivity on  the  extreme  eastern  edge.  The  white  Elephant  Back  Terrace 
is  exceedingly  active  and  is  highly  colored  -  virtually  the  entire 
length  of  White  Elephant  Back.  The  Jupiter  Springs  have  been  very  ac- 
tive all  winter  with  a  large  flow  of  water  flowing  down  the  depressed 
area  between  Jupiter  and  tiouod  Terrace. 
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On  March  8  Chief  Park  Sfaturallst  Condon  spent  the  day  la 
the  field  and  climbed  Mount  Bverts  where  he  saw  and  photographed 
the  following:-'  10  bighorn  ewes,  t   lambs  and  2  rains.  The  afternoon 
of  that  day  he  visited  the  Lamar  Valley  and  enroute  now  out to  t  num- 
ber of  elk  and  nule  deer.  He  saw  a  large  number  of  bison  just  below 
the  Lemar  filler  bridge. 

Park  Hoturalist  tteai  reviewed  a  manuscript  which  was 
aubmicted  by  Mr,  Trefethea.  this  is  an  article  which  is  to  appear 
in  the  Boone  end  Crockett  Club. 

Two  otter  were  observed  on  the  Yellowstone  &  ver  near  the 
mouth  of  tetter  Creek  on  March  16.  They  swam  about  iu  open  water  areas 
and  underneath  the  ice  which  covered  *»o«t  of  the  river.  k#ter  Park 
Batumi  is  t  seal  noticed  they  started  overland  from  the  river  to  the 
Otter  Creek  drainage,  this  name  day  Mr.  Beal  new  16  trumpeter  swan  on 
the  Yellowstone  River  ee&emau  Canyon  and  Trout  Creek,  Sight  buffalo 
were  alao  obsaxvmd   in  Hayden  Valley  near  the  road.

The  present  fkwrth  Entrance  Road  has  been  con- 
structor on  the  eroded  vest  liab  of  a  faulted  synclinal  fold.  Rocks 
vest  of  the  Gardner  River  consist  of  cretaceous  shales  and  hentonite 
beds  overlain  by  glacial  drift.  The  formations  are  dipping  toward 
the  eest,  ie.,  toward  the  present  road.  Tension  creeks  have  opened 
up  on  the  hillside  and  nmss  movement  is  taking  place.  The  movement 
is  not  &ur£icial  as  evidenced  by  trees  not  being  inclined.  Sumerou* 
landslide  scars  occur  above  the  road  Indicating  that  nmss  movement 
has  occurred  here  in  the  past.  There  is  a  very  real  potential  dan- 
ger here,  and  if  the  bentonite  beds  becoiae  thoroughly  lubricated, 
large  scale  failure  is  a  possibility.

Research  and  Observation 

On  July  2  and  3,  Park  naturalists  Mclntyre  and  Seal  conferred 
regarding  biological  research  studies  te  be  made  in  conjunction  with 
boating-use  studies  on  Yellowstone  Lake.  Or.  Joseph  R.  Hurphy  is  pro- 
viding technical  supervision  for  the  biological  phase  of  the  study  and 
field  work  is  being  perforated  by  Park  Ranger  Naturalist  Paul  D.  Sebesta. 
Studies  were  initiated  with  a  trip  to  the  lolly  Island  on  July  5  by  Chief 
Park  naturalist  Mclntyre,  Park  Ranger  naturalist  Murphy  aid  Pari,  longer 
naturalist  Sebesta,  accompanied  by  Sub-District  Ranger  Way. 

Further  planning  for  the  boating-use  study  on  Yellowstone  Lake 
was  perforated  at  Lake  on  July  7  by  the  Superintendent  and  staff. 

The  annual  bird  count  was  made  at  the  saste  tine  as  the  trip 
to  Molly  Island  was  Bade,  One  hundred  and  forty  six  pelicans  and  seventy 
five  gulls  were  banded.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Fran  Hall  of  the  National  Audubon 
Society  accompanied  the  group. 

The  Montana  Cooperative  Wildlife  Research  unit  has  initiated 
a  pilot  study  of  the  Yellowstone  griazly  bear  popula.     The  work  is 
being  dene  by  graduate  students  Morris  Hornocker  and  Was  "oodgord  under 
the  technical  supervision  of  Dr.  John  Craighead.  They  have  been  suc- 
cessful in  immobilising  a  number  of  bears  by  shooting  them  with  hypoder- 
mic syringes.  The  bears  have  been  ear  tagged  uxid   their  movements  are 
being  observed.  Composition  counts,  aade  at  the  various  earth-fill  dumps, 
have  shown  a  maximum  of  eighty  eight  different  bears  appearing  at  Trout 
Creek  Dump  on  a  single  night,  and  as  many  as  twenty  seven  appearing  at 
the  Rabbit  Creek  Dump. 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Mclntyre  and  Park  Naturalist  Deal  con- 
ferred with  Historian  Rickey  of  Custer  Battlefield  National  Monument  on 
July  15  to  discuss  research  work  at  Big  Hole  Battlefield  National  Monu- 

-  using  a  metal  detector  to  locate  artifacts.  Mr.  Rickey  has  had 

success  in  investigations  at  Big  Hole. 
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Park  ftaturalists  Samuel  M.  and  Merrill  0.  Baal,  traveled  to 
Sunlight  Baain  on  July  26  to  investigate  the  route  followed  by  Chief 
Joseph  and  his  band  when  they  left  Yellowstone  during  their  retreat 
of  1877.

Visitor 
Centers  at  Mammoth,  Old  Faithful,  and  Ganyeu  remained  open  through- 
out the  mont  . 

Sveaiag  campflre  programs  were  discontinued  at  West  Thumb, 
Fishing  Bridge,  Canyon,  and  Mammoth  after  September  8,  end  at  Old 
Faithful  after  September  30.

Old  Faithful  en  September  8,  and  *l         A   on  September  12. 

Additional  interpretive  sor'/lem*  were  provided  in  the  Laeamj 
Geyser  Basin  and  Biscuit  Basin  a£  well  *u»  fcae  Upper  Geyser  Ba 
following  the  reopening  of  these  area&  to  public  use  in  late  Amp 
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Park  Naturalist  Hewitt  provided  interpretive  service 
for  Mr.  Leslie  Manigat,  Director  of  Political  Affairs  of  Haiti, 
and  his  French  interpreter,  Mr.  Beach,  on  September  10  and  11. 
He  also  gave  such  assistance  to  Miss  M.R.  Fitzglbbon  of  the  Lake 
District  National  Parks  la  England  on  September  11. 

Museum  Activities  and  Exhibits 

The  roadside  exhibit  "Water  -  «here  it  flows"  vas  completed 
early  in  the  month  and  installed  at  Xsa  Lake.  A  revised  exhibit 
panel  vas  installed  in  Flrehole  Canyon  early  in  the  month. 

Park  naturalist  Beal  prepared  materials  for  a  two-panel 
exhibit  on  fossil  forests  for  installation  in  the  Lamar  Valley  - 
Yellowstone  Library  and  Museum  Association  illustrator  William 
Chapman  prepared  art  layouts  for  these  panels  and  they  will  be 
constructed  in  October. 

Principal  Naturalist  (Interpretation)  Norman  B.  Herkenham 
arrived  in  Yellowstone  September  14,  on  a  special  assignment  from 
the  Washington  Office.  Be  is  working  on  interpretive  signs  and 
roadside  exhibits  to  interpret  the  recent  earthquake  to  Park 
visitors  next  season* 

Park  Naturalist  Beal  staked  out  a  location  for  the  Fossil 
Forest  exhibit  in  the  Lamar  Valley  on  September  6,  and  the  exhibit 
structure  was  erected  by  Slgnmaker  Fisher  during  the  month. 

Research  and  Observation 

Park  naturalists  McXntyre  and  Beal  met  with  Regional  Director 
Baker,  Regional  Historian  Mattes,  David  Hieb  and  members  of  the 
Park  staff  the  evening  of  September  2  to  discuss  with  Dr.  M.D.  Beal 
the  historical  research  he  is  conducting  on  Big  Hole  Battlefield 
National  Monument.  Boundary  proposals  and  Interpretive  development 
suggestions  were  evaluated  and  a  plan  of  action  agreed  upon. 

A  broad  research  project  to  determine  earthquake  effects 
on  thermal  and  other  park  features  was  initiated  on  September  6. 
Park  Naturalist  George  D.  Marler  has  been  engaged  in  thermal 
research  for  the  past  two  years,  but  was  given  the  full  time  assis- 
tance of  seasonal  Park  Ranger  Naturalists  Germeraad  and  Watson  to 
further  the  work.  Park  Ranger  Naturalists  Frlsbee  and  Higgins  were 
given  part  time  research  assignments  and  will  devote  full  time  to 
the  project  after  mid-October.  Park  Naturalist  Robert  A.  Habeas 
arrived  here  from  Dinosaur  National  Monument  on  September  11  to 
participate  in  these  studies  for  a  3%  month  period.  This  research 
staff  is  being  directed  by  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Mclntyre,  who  has 
frequent  trips  to  the  geyser  basins  to  participate  in  the  work. 
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The  greatest  of  fort  to  data  has  been  devoted  to  concentrated 
thermal  avaa  observations  end  plana  table  asppias  of  selected  areas. 
■facial  reports  on  these  research  studies  are  en  file. 


On  flaptanhsT  11,  Chief  Park  naturalist  Mclntyre  made 
the  annual  trumpeter  swan  census  la  Yellowstone  and  Greed  Teton 
National  Parks  and  surrounding  national  forests*  Ha  flew  with 
Chaster  Markley,  Manager  of  the  Bed  Hock  Lakes  Hisretery  Bird 

Sapohire  Pool,  la  Biscuit  Basin,  began  erupting  violently 

major  eruptions  ranging  in  height  from  75  to  ISO  feet  occurred  at 
about  two-hour  intervals.  This  activity  stopped  on  September  13, 
and  the  pool  boiled  violently  until  September  29.  At  6s 35  p.m. 
September  29,  another  earth  tremor  occurred  which  apparently 

alght.  It  continued  to  play  at  Intervals  of  30  minutes  to  1%  hours 
to  heights  of  40  to  ISO  feet  for  the  remainder  of  the  month.  As 
many  as  seven  magnificent  bursts  of  water  occurred  at  each  eruption. 

Proa  the  summit  of  Mt.  Washburn*  Chief  Park  Naturalist 
Mclntyre  observed  a  huge  steam  aloud  in  the  Whistler  Geyser  area 
at  7:42  a.m.  September  7.  He  plans  to  visit  this  area  during 
October  to  determine  possible  earthquake  effects  on  thermal  features, 
Hr.  HcZntyre  also  observed  e  bighorn  sheep  lamb  coughing  violently 
en  Mt.  Washburn  this  trip.  Possibly  it  was  infected  with  lungwonis. 

Mr.  Dave  Love  of  the  U.  S,  Geological  Survey  reports  that 
there  may  be  e  ground  surf ace  rift  at  the  headquarters  of  Polecat 
and  Crawfish  Creeks  near  South  En  trance.  The  waters  of  these 
streams  were  muddy  during  early  September. 

Librarian  Lueile  Wagner  terminated  her  services  with  the 
Yellows tone  Library  and  Museum  Association  on  September  22.  During 
the  summer  season  she  accessioned,  catalogued  and  processed  30 
books  and  284  pamphlets.  She  loaned  books  to  park  personnel  a  id 
field  stations  and  assisted  many  visitors  i?i  using  the  library. 
Mrs.  Wagner  made  a  complete  inventory  of  library  books  and  the 
pamphlet  file,  finding  many  pamphlets  missing,  and  she  prepared 
books,  magazines  aid  pamphlets  to  send  to  the  bindery.  She  carried 
out  a  number  of  library  research  projects  and  spent  considerable 
time  properly  assembling  newspaper  clippings  and  other  information 
on  the  August  eart  quake  in  an  organized  scrapbook. 
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Attention  is  again  called  to  the  fact  that  our  library 
is  bursting  at  the  seams,  and  there  is  at  present  no  effective  way 
of  limiting  access  to  assure  proper  records  of  loan  and  retura  of 
library  materials.

Interpretive  Services 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Mclntyre  persented  a  thirty-minute 
slide  talk  on  Yellows tone's  earthquake  damage  to  49  people  partici- 
pating in  the  fall  meeting  of  the  Montana  Natural  Resources  Council 
at  Montana  State  Collage  on  December  4. 

Mr.  Mclntyre  prepared  a  rough  script  and  a  slide  sequence 
on  the  Yellowstone  Earthquake  of  August  17,  1959.  The  slides  were 
sent  away  for  duplication  on  December  18  and  should  be  available 
for  Park  use  and  outside  loans  in  January.  A  slide  talk  on  the 
zoning  of  Yellowstone  Lake  for  aotorboat  use  was  also  prepared. 
These  slides  were  seat  for  duplication  on  December  17  and  the  copies 
were  received  at  the  eud  of  the  month.  Park  Naturalist  Beal  pre- 
sented a  program  on  Everglades  National  park  for  the  Mammoth  School 
on  December  21. 

A  Yellowstone  interpretive  filw  was  loaned  to  seasonal 
Park  Ranger  Naturalist  George  Doxming  on  Cacember  14  for  use  in  a 
television  presentation  in  Oklahoma  City,  Oklahoma. 

Mr.  Mclntyre  prepared  a  set  of  100  slides  to  illustrate 
Superintendent  Garrison's  talk  on  Elk  I-lanageiaent  which  was  precented 
before  the  Wyoming  Outfitters  Association  at  Lander,  Wyoming,  on 
December  19.  Mr.  Garrison  also  presented  a  talk  on  the  Yellowstone 
Earthquake  that  evening. 

The  Chief  Park  Naturalist  presented  four  talks  on  the 
Yellowstone  Earthquake  to  a  total  of  97  people  while  he  was  on  leave 
in  the  Seattle,  Vashington,  area. 

The  film  "Geyserland  in  Winter'7  was  loaned  to  Rocky 
Mountain  National  Park  for  use  in  the  interpretive  program  ac  the 
Hidden  Valley  ski  area. 
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Museum  Activities  and  Exhibits 

Tne  "Winter  Wildlife"  exhibit  for  the  Ulacktail  Deer 
Creek  area  was  completed  during  the  month.  Work  vas  started  on  an 
exhibit  panel  for  the  "Gallatin  Range"  to  >e  placed  at  the  north 
end  of  Swan  Lake  Flat. 

Museum  Curator  Meagher  accomplished  much  work  on  the 
useum  Records  program.  The  accession  document  file,  accession 
book,  and  source  of  accession  file  have  been  completed.  Approxi- 
mately ZL   of  the  estimated  15,000  items  to  be  catalogued  have  been 
processed.  The  Yellowstone  Library  and  Museum  Association 
employed  Hiss  Carol  Miller  as  a  Clerk -Typist  for  the  period 
December  15-31  to  assist  with  typing  of  records.  Park  Naturalist 
Deal  and  Museum  Curator  Meagher  inspected  storehouse  iteus  of  Army 
vintage  and  selected  several  for  transfer  to  the  museum  collections. 

Research  and  Observation 

Professor  Merrill  D.  Seal's  monograph  on  "The  Nez  Perce 
Campaign  of  1377"  was  reviewed  by  Interpretive  Division  personnel. 
The  original  copy  of  the  -manuscript  together  with  over  50  photo- 
graphs and  the  historical  base  map  was  forwarded  to  the  Region  Two 
Office  on  December  2nd. 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Mclntyre  made  the  following  obser- 
vations at  Yellowstone  Lake  and  Yellowstone  River  on  December  20: 

Yellowstone  Lake  was  partly  frozen  over  (estimated 
10%).  Eight  California  gulls  were  observed  on  the 
water  near  Potts  Hot  Spring  Basin  and  another  two 
were  in  flight.  Fourteen  swans  and  six  Canada  geese 
were  on  the  lake  near  Fishing  Bridge.  The  Yellow- 
stone River  was  about  50%  frozen  over.  Fifteen 
swans  and  19  Canada  geese  were  seen  on  the  river 
along  with  205  ducks  (teal,  mallards,  scaup,  and 
goldeneye)  and  some  mergansers.  Eleven  bison,  two 
moose,  and  two  coyotes  were  observed  in  Haydea 
Valley. 

The  first  phase  of  the  1959-60  Earthquake  Study  was 
concluded  on  December  18.  Park  Ranger  Naturalists  Germeraad  and 
Watson  were  furloughed  and  Park  Naturalist  Mebane  returned  to 
Dinosaur  National  Monument.  Field  work  will  continue  to  be  per- 
formed by  Park  Naturalist  Marler  and  Park  Ranger  McClelland. 
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Park  Naturalist  3eal  spent  the  day  of  December  4  surveying 
earthquake  effects  in  Morris  Geyser  Basin  with  Park  Naturalist  Mebane. 
Numerous  ground  fractures  vere  noted  at  the  north  end  of  One  Hundred 
Spring  Plain. 
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Chief  Park  Naturalist  iclntyre  visited  the  Sylvan  Springe 
thermal  area  with  Park  Naturalist  Mebane  on  December  11 „  to  inspect 
new  thenaal  activity  in  that  area. 

The  Chief  Park  Naturalist  inspected  the  Gardner  slide 
and  earth  fissures  in  that  area  in  company  with  Assistant  Superin- 
tendent Oastellum  and  Park  Engineer  Rowe  on  December  14. 

Park  Ranger  Riley  McClelland  is  making  systematic 
observations  of  wildlife  in  the  Old  Faithful  area.  He  reports  that 
nine  deer  have  been  seen  around  Old  Faithful  and  that  at  least  one 
saoose  is  wintering  near  the  Upper  Geyser  Basin.  McClelland  has 
observed  about  80  bison  in  his  sub-district  and  less  than  100  elk 
along  the  Firehole  Pdver. 

Several  coyotes  are  frequenting  the  area  near  the 
ranger* s  residence  and  Old  Faithful  Geyser. 

A  variety  of  waterfowl  has  been  observed  along  the 
Firehole  River;  mallard,  baldpate,  bufflehead,  Barrow's  goldeneye, 
and  American  goldeneye  ducks,  and  Canada  geese.  American  inergan- 
sers  were  also  present. 

A  record  is  being  kept  of  other  birds  ueen  during  the 
.inter.  Those  seen  in  December  were:   reat  blue  heron,  bald 
eagle,  robin,  redpoll,  Rocky  Mountain  creeper,  killdeer,  Stellar's 
jay,  Canada  jay,  magpie,  raven,  chickadee,  Clarke's  nutcracker, 
kingfisher,  and  pine  grosbeak. 

natural  History  Association 

Work  was  started  on  preparation  of  the  Cooperating 
Association  annual  report  and  fiscal  statements.   Sales  receipts 
for  the  1959  calendar  year  were  $27,835.03.  This  exceeded  the 
1958  sales  receipts  by  $1,750.09. 

The  Association  obtained  National  ?ark  Service  uniform 
parkas  and  tie  tacks  for  resale  to  unifonaea  personnel  at  a  savings 
to  these  employees. 

Library 

The  library  has  been  used  frequently  for  reference 
materials  used  in  exhibit  planning  and  to  compile  information 
needed  to  properly  answer  correspondence  on  history  or  natural 
history.

Sapphire  Pool  became  dormant  on  January  15  and  was  re- 
juvenated again  on  January  30.  Eruptions  are  now  occurring  a  out 
ever  two  hours.  All  of  them  are  of  considerable  magnitude. 

Park  Naturalist  beal  prepared  the  annual  Research  Project

The  following  day  Park  Naturalist  eal 
followed  with  letters  of  selection  to  Messrs.  Lorimer,  Murray,  Asmussen, 
Good,  Henning,  Schoeppner  and  Neilson,  all  veterans.  Lorimer,  .urray  and 
Henning  declined. 

Park  Naturalists  Deal  and  Hewitt  prepared  position  descriptions  for  the 
new  GS-7  seasonal  Acting  District  Naturalists. 

On  the  19th,  Park  Naturalist  -eal  left  Yellowstone  for  his  new  assi  in- 
dent as  Chief  Park  Naturalist  at  Grand  Canyon  National  Park. 

On  the  31st,  Janitors  Clarke,  Allen  and  Jam  were  selected  to  fill  the 
seasonal  positions  at  Fishing  Bridge,  Old  Faithful,  and  Mammoth 
respectively. 

I  arjorie  Somerville,  Yellowstone  Library  and  Museum  Association  Clerk- 
typist,  terminated  her  services  on  March  29,  in  order  to  accept  a 
position  with  the  U.  S.  Forest  Service. 

Research  and  Observation 

Park  Naturalist  Fischer  has  devoted  most  of  his  tine  to  research  on  the 
seismic  history  of  Yellowstone.  To  supplement  the  limited  material 
available  in  the  library,  he  visited  Dr.  Nile  in  utte,  iontana,  on 
March  11th  and  12th.  Dr.  Nile  gave  him  free  access  to  his  own  personal 
records. 

Dr.  Fischer  spent  three  days  in  the  darkroom  preparing  plates  for  his 
"earthquake  manuscript,''a  first  draft  of  which  was  completed  and  submitted  to 
the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  for  review.  This  is  a  well  written  document 
and  should  prove  to  be  very  popular  xvith  the  public  this  coming  season. 

Park  Naturalist  Marler  reports  the  following: 

"March  1  through  the  19th  was  spent  in  completing  the  1959 
report  on  the  hot  spring  activity  in  the  Firehole  e;  ser  basins. 
March  21  and  22  were  spent  studying  the  report  with  a  view  of 
possi  le  corrections  or  alterations.  The  23rd  and  24th  were  spent 
in  the  Upper,  :idway  and  Lower  Geyser  basins,  observing  present 
state  of  the  hot  springs.  The  remaining  days,  except  the  31st 
which  was  spent  in  the  Old  Faithful  area,  were  devoted  to  a  study 
of  geology  and  hot  spring  literature,  and  in  drafting  papers." 

Library 

The  library  was  used  tx«>  full  afternoons  this  month  by  persons  outside 
the  Park  wishing  to  do  historical  research.   useum  Curator  .leagher 
assisted  in  locating  various  papers  and  ooks  which  were  in  the  locked 
cases.  She  also  located  and  sorted  papers  pertaining  to  Judge  Meldru.. 
in  connection  with  the  request  of  one  individual. 
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v^Tlpwstoae  Lj-brary  and  guseum  Association 

On  the  14th  and  15th,  Park  Naturalist  beal  prepared  revisions  for  the 
1960  edition  of  Story  of  ..an  In  Yellowstone  which  will  be  published 
with  funds  provided  by  the  Association.  Mr.  eal  inrote  to  Wheelwright 
Lithographing  Company  in  Salt  Lake  City  requesting  quotations  on 
printing  costs. 

On  the  23th,  the  Association  donated  a  complete  set  of  30  slides  on 
the  earthquake  to  Professor  Rooert  Morris  of  Goleta, California. 

Association  Clerk  Bertha  Wharton  worked  through  the  14th.  beginning 
on  the  15th,  she  was  on  vacation  for  the  remainder  of  the  month. 

Equipment  and  Supplies 

Park  Naturalist  !>eal  arranged  for  Land-Air  Technician  Fred  Dermison 
to  do  repair  work  on  audio-visual  equipment  at  Yellowstone  Library 
and  Museum  Association  expense.  All  eleven  of  the  portable  public 
address  units  have  been  repaired  and  returned  to  the  museum.  Presently 
::r.  Dennison  is  working  on  microphone  repair. 

One  of  the  Exactas  was  sent  in  for  repair  of  the  slow  speed  knob 
mechanism.  The  camera  was  returned  on  the  31st  in  good  working 
condition.  The  Yellowstone  Library  and  guseum  Association  paid  the 
$26.00  invoice. 

On  the  7th,  letters  requesting  a  quotation  on  the  Yellowstone  Library 
and  Museum  Association  Leica  35  mm.  camera  as  a  trade  on  a  new  miranda 
were  sent  to  four  different  establishments. 

Photographic  and  Visual  Aids

Subject:  Interpretive  Division  Monthly  Report  -  April  1960 

Special  Activities  and  Conferences 

On  the  5th,  Chief  Park  naturalist  Mclntyre,  serving  as  Chairraaxi 
of  the  Boardwalk  Committee,  inspected  all  proposed  boardwalk 
locations  layed  out  in  the  fall  of  1959.  He  found  that  very  few 
changes  are  needed  for  public  safety  and  self -guiding  interpretation 
in  the  three  thermal  basins  of  the  Firehole.  On  the  afternoon  of 
the  7th  he  met  with  the  Assistant  Superintendent  and  the  Boardwalk 
Committee  to  discuss  plans  for  the  1960  season. 

The  Chief  Park  Naturalist  met  with  the  Chief  Park  Ranger  on  the 
morning  of  the  Sth  to  discuss  1960  problems  which  pertain  to  both 
protection  and  interpretation. 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Ilclntyre  served  as  Acting  Superintendent  on 
the  12th,  19th  and  20th. 

On  the  13th,  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  spent  the  entire  day  attending 
a  special  raeetin;  led  by  Assistant  Superintendent  Gastellum  on  the 
1960  District  Management  concept. 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Mclntyre,  Park  Naturalist  Hewitt  and  Secretary 
Billraan  attended  the  Superintendent's  staff  meeting  on  the  morning  of 
die  21st. 

The  Chief  Park  Naturalist  spent  a  total  of  16  hours  between  the  21st 
and  3Cth  on  the  records  disposal  program. 

On  the  25th,  Mr.  Mclntyre  attended  a  four-hour  meeting  with  the  sign 
ttee  discussing  signs  for  the  coming  season. 


The  Chief  Park  Naturalist  attended  and  participated  in  the  Rangers 
Training  Conference  during  the  week  of  the  24th.  He  spent  a  total  of 
two  full  days  in  the  conference. 
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The  new  film  produced  by  the  Humble  Oil  Company  entitled  "Turn  The 
Wheels  West"  was  shown  at  the  farewell  party  for  the  Robert  Perkins'. 

Photographs  of  the  1960  Ranger  Conference  participants  were  made 
on  the  28th.  One  negative  was  presented  to  Mr.  Jack  Ilaynes  for  his 
permanent  files. 

Museum  Curator  Meagher  carried  out  an  extensive  review  and  revision  of 
the  book  Our  National  Parks  by  Mel bo.  The  revised  text  and  new 
photographs  were  sent  directly  to  Professor  Helbo  at  the  University 
of  California. 

Secretary  Sillman  and  Irs.  iinish  devoted  considerable  time  in  the 
conversion  of  Interpretive  Division  files  to  the  National  Park  Service 
filing  system. 

In-Service  Training 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  1:3th,  Park  Naturalist  Hewitt  assisted  Personnel 
Officer  Miller  in  the  presentation  of  a  'Health  Benefits"  program  held 
in  the  Canteen  for  all  government  employees.  A  colored  slide  series 
accompanied  by  a  phonograph  record  narration  served  as  the  main  portion 
of  the  program. 

Interpretive  Services 

On  the  14th  and  15th  Park  Naturalist  Hewitt  and  Park  Geologist  Fischer 
provided  interpretive  services  for  Professor  Albert  Pulling  and  12 
students  from  the  Idaho  State  College  Biology  Department.  The  group 
camped  at  Mammoth  and  on  the  morning  of  the  14th  were  given  a  special 
tour  of  the  Mammoth  Elk  Trap  by  Park  Ranger  Hoexier. 

The  Chief  Park  Naturalist  left  Yellowstone  on  Sunday  the  17th  in  order 
to  present  a  talk  on  the  1959  Hebgen  Earthquake  to  the  Helena  Kiwanis 
Club  on  the  following  day.  He  returned  to  the  Park  on  the  evening  of 
the  18th. 

Jim  Fisher  from  the  Sign  Shop  removed  shutters  from  all  roadside 
exhibits  which  were  accessible.  Some  locations  were  still  covered  with 
deep  snow,  so  shutter  removal  will  be  ^delayed  until  early  May. 

The  following  roadside  interpretive  panels  were  installed  by  Jim 
Fisher  during  the  month: 

Petrified  Forests  -  double  panel  -  Lamar  area 

Earth  Forces  &  Fumaroles  -  single  panel  -  Roaring  Mountain 

Gallatin  Range  -  single  panel  -  Swan  Lake  Flat 
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The  two  panels  for  Bighole  Battlefield  were  moved  to  the  sign  shop 
for  crating  in  preparation  for  transport  to  Dighole  Battlefield 
National  Monument. 

The  Mammoth  Museum  was  opened  to  Park  visitors  on  an  8-12,  1-5  schedule 
seven  days  a  week  during  the  entire  month. 

Artist  Bill  Chapman  and  his  helper,  Jerry  Rankin,  spent  14  days  during 
the  month  in  the  preparation  of  5  exhibit  panels  on  the  August  17, 
1959  earthquake.  Panels  will  be  located  at  Golden  Gate,  Gibbon  Falls, 
Tuff  Cliff,  lit.  Jackson  and  at  the  area  in  the  Madison  Canyon  where  large 
boulders  threatened  the  road.  Approximately  one- third  of  the  work  was 
completed  by  the  end  of  the  month. 

Museum  Curator  Meagher  obtained  a  1919  Park  Ranger  uniform  from  Mr. 
William  Wiggins  in  Livingston.  This  gift  to  the  National  Park  Service 
consisted  of  breeches  and  a  blouse. 

Mrs.  Marler  continued  typing  museum  record  forms  on  a  five-hour  per 
day  basis.  By  the  end  of  the  month  cataloguing  on  work  sheets  was 
35%  completed  and  20%  of  the  final  cards  have  been  typed. 

Personnel 

On  the  7th  John  Good,  Principal  Geologist  in  the  Washington  Office, 
was  selected  to  fill  the  Assistant  Chief  Park  Naturalist  vacancy.  Mr. 
Good  will  enter  on  duty  May  15  and  will  serve  as  Acting  North  District 
Manager  under  the  office  of  the  Park  Superintendent. 

Artist  Bill  Chapman  was  employed  as  a  sign  makers  helper  at  $2.20  per 
hour  WAE  on  April  11th.  Jerry  C.  Rankin  was  employed  on  the  13th  as 
a  laborer  at  $1.96  per  hour  to  assist  Mr.  Chapman.  Both  employees  will 
work  on  earthquake  interpretation  panels  under  Account  523. 35n. 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  12th,  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Mclntyre  and  Park 
Naturalist  Hewitt  met  with  the  personnel  assistant  to  schedule  seasonal 
interpretive  personnel  for  the  coming  summer. 

Letters  notifying  all  seasonal  personnel  of  their  tentative  EOD  dates 
were  mailed  on  the  29th.*  Explanations  of  the  new  district  management 
program  were  included  with  all  correspondence. 

Research  and  Observation 

On  the  1st  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  made  his  first  field  trip  of  the 
season  to  observe  and  photograph  the  thermal  areas  of  the  Firehole  River 
and  the  earthquake  damage  along  the  Gibbon  and  Madison  Rivers. 

Mr.  Ray  Mattison,  Region  Two  Historian,  arrived  in  the  Park  on  April  5 
to  study  historic  structures.  During  his  stay  of  two  and  one-half  weeks 
he  spent  a  considerable  protion  of  his  time  in  the  research  library. 
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On  the  6th,  Mr.  Mattison  and  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Hclniyre  inspected 
and  photographed  the  ftorris  Soldier  Station  and  Chittenden  Bridge. 
Other  historic  structures  in  the  Park  were  inspected  on  the  15th  by 
Chief  Park  Naturalist  Mclntyre,  Historian  iattison  and  Engineer  Hainos. 
A  final  inspection  of  these  structures  was  conducted  on  the  22nd  by  Mr. 
Mattison,  Regional  Architect  Roberson  and  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Mclntyre. 

Park  Naturalist  Marler  continued  his  thermal  observations  in  the  geyser 
basins.  He  prepared  maps  and  secured  data  for  the  self-guiding  trail 
leaflets  for  the  Geyser  Hill  and  Fountain  Croup  self-guiding  trails. 

Dr.  Fischer  completed  the  earthquake  manuscript  and  made  a  special 
trip  to  Western  Litho-Print  Inc.  in  Billings  during  the  latter  part  of 
the  month  to  obtain  an  estimate  on  the  cost  of  publishing  the  manuscript. 

Dr.  Fischer  assisted  Park  Naturalist  Marler  with  the  preliminary  planning 
of  the  self -guiding  trail  leaflets  and  roadside  signs. 

Library 

Museum  Curator  Meagher  reports  nine  new  books  accessioned  during  April. 

Regional  Historian  Mattison  set  up  his  teiaporary  office  in  the  Library 
where  research  materials  %*ere  near  at  hand,  tie  reviewed  roost  of  the 
early  Superintendents'  reports  and  the  Array  Suildings  record  book. 

On  several  occasions  during  the  month  research  in  the  library  was 
carried  on  by  Park  Visitors. 

Yellowstone  Library  and  Museum  Association 

The  Association  bookkeeper,  Bertha  Wharton,  returned  to  work  after  a 
one-month  vacation  in  the  East. 

Many  of  the  books  ordered  during  the  first  of  the  month  arrived  during  the 
week  of  the  24th.  Most  of  these  new  books  were  stored  in  the  new 
bookroom  storage  in  the  storehouse. 

Equipment  and  Supplies 

The  stationery  supply  cabinet  was  cleaned  and  rearranged  and  necessary 
supplies  were  restocked. 

All  portapages  which  Mr.  Fred  Dennison  repaired  were  returned  in  good 
working  order.

Special  Activities  and  Conferences 

On  ;iay  2,  Dr.  William  A.  Fischer  transported  his  earthquake  manuscript 
to  the  printers  in  Billings,  Le stern  Litho-Print  Inc.,  for  publication, 
The  order  for  5,000  copies  of  the  publication  was  placed  and  confirmed 
and  1,000  copies  have  been  promised  by  June  15. 

On  May  5,  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  attended  the  Superintendent's 
staff  meeting.  He  spent  four  hours  in  the  afternoon  on  program 
planning  for  Fiscal  Years  1962,  1963,  and  1964. 

Park  Naturalist  Hewitt  attended  a  meeting  in  Mr.  Garrison's  office 
on  the  T.ower  Fall  area  on  .Lay  9. 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Mclntyre  and  Park  Naturalist  Hewitt  attended 
a  nee ting  with  Sign  Maker's  Helper  Bill  Chapman  and  Park  Landscape 
Architect  Mattson  on  the  proposed  Canyon  map  for  the  new  Visitor 
Center . 

On  May  14,  Mr.  Mclntyre  and  Mr.  Hewitt  and  their  families  attended 
''Yellowstone  Park  Day"  in  Livingston,  sponsored  by  the  Livingston 
Chamber  of  Commerce. 

The  Chief  Park  Naturalist,  accompanied  by  Museum  Curator  Meagher 
and  Architect  Mattson,  inspected  the  new  thermal  activity  at  Dragon's 
Mouth  then  went  on  to  Potts  Basin  and  West  Thumb  to  determine  improve- 
ments needed  for  public  safety  in  the  thermal  areas  on  the  16th. 

Dr.  Fischer  journeyed  to  Billings  to  read  the  galley  proof  of  his 
earthquake  publication  on  May  17  and  prepared  the  paste-up  proof  of 
his  manuscript  on  May  18. 
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On  the  19th  and  20th,  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  attended  the 
Yellowstone  Birthday  Party  in  Cody,  Wyoming  and  presented  a  fifty- 
minute  talk. 

Park  Naturalist  Hewitt  attended  a  meeting  with  North  District  Manager 
Good  and  Assistant  Superintendent  Gastellum  on  North  District 
interpretive  quarters  on  Hay  23. 

On  May  26,  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Mclntyre  spent  all  day  at  Lake  at 
the  Superintendent's  special  staff  meeting  on  Lake  coning. 

On  the  27th,  he  gave  a  twenty -minute  talk  on  the  Lake  Zoning  proposal 
to  the  N.F.F.E.  Convention  at  Canyon  followed  by   a  fifty-minute  talk 
by  Geologist  Gearge  Marler.  On  May  28,  Park  Naturalist  Hewitt  le " 
the  N.F.F.E.  Convention  on  a  tour  of  the  Canyon  area  and  the  Chief 
Park  Naturalist  and  Park  Naturalists  Hewitt  and  Fischer  led  them  on 
a  tour  from  Old  Faithful  to  Hebgen  Lake  with  the  assistance  of  U.S.

During  the  month,  Park  Naturalist  (Geologist)  George  Marler  spent 
considerable  time  preparing  self-guiding  leaflets  for  Biscuit  Basin, 
Firehole  Lake  and  the  Fountain  Group.  This  involved  several  days  of 
sustained  observations  in  the  respective  areas  uientioned  in  order 
to  determine  current  functional  behavicut  of  the  hot  springs  covered 
by  the  leaflets. 

In-Service  Training 

On  May  2nd,  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Hclntyre  spent  two  hours  in  personnel 
counseling  of  permanent  headquarters  staff. 

Interpretive  Services 

The  Chief  Park  Naturalist  gave  a  thirty-minute  talk  on  wilderness 
values  and  their  preservation  before  employees  of  the  Montana  Power 
Company  on  May  3rd.  Also,  on  this  date,  Park  Naturalist  Marler  conducted 
Nanette  Jaffe,  Chief  of  the  Radiation  Laboratory,  University  of 
California,  on  a  tour  of  the  Park. 

On  May  6,  Geologist  (General)  Fischer  conducted  the  Three  Forks  High 
School  on  a  park  tour.  On  the  13th,  he  gave  a  talk  to  the  Women's 
Home  Demonstration  Group  in  Helena,  Montana,  on  "Earthquake  Effects 
in  Yellowstone."  He  also  conducted  a  geology  class  from  Rocky 
Mountain  College  on  a  tour  of  the  Park  on  May  14. 
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On  May  17,  Park  Ranger  (Naturalist)  Higgins  conducted  a  Mammoth 
Terrace  walk  for  the  3rd  and  4th  grades  from  Gardiner  School. 

Museum  Activities  and  Exhibits 

On  May  7th  and  8th,  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  accompanied  fay  Museum 
Exhibit  Planner,  Dr.  C.  P.  Russell,  vent  to  Grand  Teton  National  Park 
to  Inspect  local  visitor  centers.  They  made  a  trip  to  Canyon  and 
the  old  Norris  Soldier  Station  on  the  9th  in  company  with  Museum 
Curator  Meagher  for  the  purpose  of  museum  planning  and  on  the  10th, 
they  went  to  Madison  Junction  to  inspect  the  present  museum  and 
discuss  plans  and  prospectus  for  the  new  Madison  Junction  Visitor 
Center.  The  Chief  Park  Naturalist  and  Dr.  Russell  went  to  Cody, 
wyooing,  on  the  11th  to  review  the  layout  and  plans  of  the  new 
Whitney  Art  Gallery  and  to  get  ideas  for  new  construction  in  Yellow- 
stone. Mr.  Mclntyre  spent  all  day  May  12  reviewing  the  prospectus 
for  the  new  Madison  Junction  Visitor  Center  with  Dr.  Russell. 

Sign  Maker's  Helper  Chapman  and  Jerry  Rankin  were  assisted  in  the 
designing  of  the  Tuff  Cliff  interpretive  panel  on  May  11  by  Dr. 
Fischer. 

During  the  month,  the  museum  acquired  several  old  National  Park  Service 
hoof  brands  from  the  blacksmith  shop. 

Museum  Curator  Meagher  reports  that  approximately  4,200  items  have 
been  catalogued,  or  42%  of  the  total  estimated  museum  specimens.

Interpretive  Services 

The  West  Yellowstone  City  Park  Program  was  terminated  on  August  6, 
and  the  Riverside  Campground  Evening  Program  was  terminated  on  the 
20th.  Interpretive  services  at  Tower  Fall  ended  for  the  season  on 
August  30. 

On  August  4,  North  and  $est  District  personnel  escorted  Congressman 
Denton  of  Indiana  over  the  Morris  Geyser  Basin,  Madison  Junction 
and  the  Earthquake  Area  in  the  Madison  Canyon  outside  Yellowstone 
Park. 

Protective  Division  personnel  conducted  special  carapf ire  programs 
at  the  following  stations  during  the  month  of  August:  Canyon,  Tower 
Fall,  Fishing  Bridge,  West  Thumb,  and  Old  Faithful  dealing  with  the 
work  of  the  Protective  Division. 

Regularly  scheduled  interpretive  activities  were  carried  out  in  a 
satisfactory  manner  at  all  stations  throughout  the  Park. 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Mclntyre  attended  the  Superintendent's  staff 
■eating  on  August  16  with  Messrs.  Baggley,  Childs,  Beatty,  and  Alberts 
attending  from  the  Region  Two  office.  On  the  18th,  he  also  attended 
a  meeting  in  the  superintendent's  office  on  the  T^ake  Zoning  hearings 
with  Mr.  Allan  Hanks  of  the  Washington  Office. 

Because  of  the  undermining  action  of  one  of  the  Fountain  Paint  Pots 
and  an  active  area  near  the  walk,  three  metal  posts  and  wire  were 
erected  as  a  safety  measure  to  prevent  people  from  stepping  off  the 
walk.

Pageant  rehearsals  were  conducted  all  day  at  Madison  Junction  on 
August  23rd.  Mr.  Mclntyre  and  Mr.  Sellers  were  accompanied  by 
Professor  Bert  Hansen  and  Dr.  Ralph  ilcGinnis  of  Montana  State 
University.  On  the  24th,  Professor  Hansen  presided  over  morning 
rehearsals  and  during  the  afternoon  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Mclntyre 
attended  the  Lake  Zoning  Hearings  at  Lake  which  were  led  by  Director 
Wirth. 

The  annual  campfire  pageant  was  enacted  at  Madison  Junction  on 
August  25  with  many  favorable  coaiaents.

All  of  these  persons  were  conducting  research  studies  in  the  Park. 

Professor  Charles  Shultz  of  Ohio  State  University  has  completed  his 
study  of  Mt.  Washburn  and  concludes  that  it  is  a  section  of  an  ancient 
volcano. 


A  flock  of  twelve  sandhill  cranes  was  observed  by  Naturalist  Biddulph 
August  30  in  the  Pelican  meadows. 

Sapphire  Geyser  was  unnusually  active  during  the  period  August  7 
through  August  15.  It  erupted  each  day  on  an  average  of  twenty-minute 
intervals.  Some  of  the  observed  eruptions  were  to  a  height  of  100 
feet.  Grand  erupted  three  times  during  the  month  in  the  manner  of  play 
characterized  before  the  earthquake.  "The  whole  of  Nortis  Geyser  Basin 
has  shown  an  Increase  as  to  surface  temperatures.  Several  pools  have 
been  recorded  as  superheated  -  207°F."  Blue  Springe  on  Jupiter  Terrace 
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showed  increased  activity  during  mid-August  and  has  changed  position 
to  the  front  of  Jupiter,  The  Upstream  Artist  Point  Geyser  seems 
exceptionally  active  this  year  and  has  changed  its  position  of  discharge 
more  to  the  left. 

Photographic  and  Visual  Aids

the  audio-visual  equipment  at  Canyon  Visitor  Center  on  the  weekend 
of  August  27,  A  completely  new  narrative  for  the  audio-visual  program, 
with  a  complete  set  of  48  slides,  was  prepared  by  Wayne  Replogle, 
North  District  Naturalist,  and  George  Downing,  Park  Ranger  Naturalist 
at  Canyon.

Interpretive  Services 

Old  Faithful  Cone  talks  have  been  given  in  a  systematic  manner  but 
walks  were  discontinued  on  September  3.  Carapfire  meetings  continued 
on  the  basis  of  two  per  evening  until  September  3.  From  that  date 
to  September  16  one  nightly  was  held  in  the  Lodge.  Since  then,  the 
talks  have  been  held  at  7:00  p.m.  in  the  museum  at  Old  Faithful. 
The  Fishing  Bridge  Museum  was  closed  for  the  season  on  September  10, 
and  the  Canyon  Visitor  Center  on  the  18th.  Norris  and  Madison 
Junction  Museums  closed  shortly  after  Labor  Day.  At  the  present 
time,  the  Mammoth  Museum  and  the  Old  Faithful  Museum  are  the  only 
interpretive  stations  open  to  the  public.  However,  a  roving  inter- 
preter has  been  on  duty  along  the  road  between  Canyon  and  Lake  five 
days  a  week. 

On  September  12,  Mr.  Rocco  Knobel,  Director  of  National  Parks  for 
the  Union  of  South  Africa  gave  a  special  Interpretive  program  at 
Mammoth.  Mr.  Knobel  showed  a  moving  picture  and  series  of  slides 
on  South  Africa's  Parks. 

Library 

Librarian  Lucile  B.  Wagner  accomplished  a  thorough  and  complete  book 
inventory  of  the  Research  Library  which  now  contains  6,856  books  and 
an  estimated  10,000  pamphlets.  Magazines  and  books  were  assembled 
and  readied  to  send  to  the  bindery.  Mrs.  Wagner  terminated  her 
services  for  the  season  on  September  19. 

In-Service  Training 

Assistant  Park  Naturalist  Sellers  continued  his  in-service  training 
in  several  phases  of  interpretation  during  the  month.  In  the  absence 
of  the  seasonal  District  Naturalists,  he  will  act  in  that  capacity 
until  early  June  of  1961  when  seasonal  supervisors  return  to  the  3 
districts  of  the  Park. 
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Special  Activities  and  Conferences 

Oa  September  1,  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  attended  the  Superintendent 's 
bi-weekly  staff  meeting.  At  the  September  21  staff  meeting,  he  was 
accompanied  by  Assistant  Park  Naturalist  Sellers. 

On  September  5,  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Melatyre  journeyed  to  Seattle 
to  attend  the  5th  World  Forestry  Congress  where  he  joined  the 
Superintendent.  He  returned  to  the  Park  on  September  14  via  West 
Yellowstone  with  3  buses  and  36  5th  World  Forestry  Congress  delegates 
who  were  on  a  post  Congress  tour  from  Spokane  to  Salt  Lake  City.  The 
group  stayed  at  Old  Faithful  the  night  of  the  14th  and  were  met  the 
next  looming  by  Mr.  Mclntyre.  They  had  lunch  at  Canyon.  There  the 
Chief  Park  Naturalist  introduced  Superintendent  Bill  of  Grand  Teton 
to  the  delegates.  Mr.  Bill  became  their  host  through  Grand  Teton 
National  Park. 

The  Chief  Park  Naturalist  attended  the  Yellowstone  Park  Council 
meeting  on  September  1?  and  an   the  19th,  attended  a  personnel 
conference  on  the  promotion  and  lateral  transfer  policy  at  head- 
quarters led  by  Personnel  Officer  Miller. 

On  September  20,  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Mclntyre  and  Assistant  Park 
Naturalist  Sellers  attended  the  all-day  Yellowstone  Fire  Review  meeting 
in  the  canteen  at  headquarters. 

On  September  24,  Messrs.  Mclntyre,  Good,  Garrison,  (Vers,  Howe,  Hadley, 
Lueck,  and  Galusha  and  Hiss  Meagher  journeyed  to  Shoshone  Lake  for 
the  purpose  of  making  a  biological,  ecological  and  geological  study 
of  the  area.  The  group  returned  on  Thursday,  September  29  after  a 
preliminary  survey  of  this  water  wilderness  area.  There  they  had  the 
real  pleasure  of  seeing  Union  Geyser  erupt.

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Seasonal  Natural  ists  Seal,  Gerraeraad,  and  liiggins  remain  on  duty  at 
Old  Faithful  and  Park  Hanger  (Natural 1st)  Mother  spaugh  is  on  duty 
in  the  Mammoth  area. 

Research  and  Observation 

Spa  Geyser  erupted  impressively  in  the  Old  Faithful  area  on  September 
4  and  Grand  played  on  the  20th,  Boaita  has  demonstrated  slight 
eruptive  activity  on  several  occasions  and  Cliff  Geyser  erupted  on 
September  27  for  nearly  an  hour.  The  height  of  this  eruption  was 
estimated  at  thirty  to  fifty  feet.  During  September,  fourteen  erup- 
tions of  Old  Faithful  of  two-minute  duration  were  followed  by  intervals 
of  sixty  minutes  or  over.  On  two  occasions,  a  half  dozen  four-minute 
eruptions  were  successively  followed  by  longer  than  average  intervals. 

A  herd  of  35  bison  have  been  observed  in  the  Lower  Basin  meadows 
since  September  18.  It  has  been  reported  that  fewer  elk  than  usual 
have  been  observed  for  this  time  of  year  along  the  Firehole  Hiver. 

Correspondence  has  been  received  from  Professor  Kenneth  B.  Ami t age, 
Collaborator,  who  previously  conducted  research  on  the  yellow-bellied 
marmots  near  South  Entrance  Station.  He  wishes  to  come  to  the  Park 
in  April  of  1961  to  continue  his  study,  particularly  the  social 
behavior  and  other  events  that  occur  after  the  marmots  emerge  from 
hibernation.  He  is  being  encouraged  in  this  endeavor  and  South 
District  Manager  Hyde  feels  sure  housing  can  be  provided  at  South 
Entrance  in  the  early  spring  of  1961. 

IJo  collecting  permits  were  applied  for  during  September.  However, 
during  the  month.  Dr.  George  Moray  of  the  U.S.  Geological  Survey, 
and  party,  were  in  the  Park  to  make  a  silicate  contents  study  of 
thermal  waters.  During  September,  Dr.  Donald  &«  Uhite  and  Dr. 
Gudmundur  Sigvaldasou,  Geologist  from  Iceland,  were  also  in  the  Park 
to  make  chemical  studies  on  silica  in  the  hat  spring  waters.  They 
were  particularly  interested  in  the  Horris,  Gibbon  and  Monument  Geyser 
Basins.  Park  Geologist,  George  D.  Marler,  acted  as  official  host  and 
assistant  for  the  above  parties.

Research  and  Observation 

A  collecting  percdt  was  issued  during  the  mouth  to  Br.  Kenneth 
2.  Armitage,  Collaborator,  for  the  purpose  of  trapping  and 
releasing  yellow-bellied  marmots  during  the  spring  and  summer  of 
1961  near  South  Entrance  Station, 

Correspondence  has  been  received  from  Dr.  Vincent  J.  Schaefer, 
who,  last  February,  conducted  scientific  studies  of  the  atmos- 
pheric phenomena  in  the  Old  Faithful  area,  tie  has  asked  permission 
for  himself  and  a  party  of  aevea  to  spend  the  period  February 
10-24,  1961,  conducting  the  same  type  of  research  in  the  Firehole 
Basins.  He  is  being  encouraged  in  this  endeavor  and  arrangements 
are  being  made  for  hisn  to  again  be  quartered  in  the  Old  Faithful 
area. 

Grand  Geyser  in  the  Upper  Basin  erupted  twice  during  the  month  and 
Cliff  Geyser  in  the  itorris  Basin  erupted  impressively  on  October 
16.  Sapphire,  in  Biscuit  Basin,  was  characterized  by  dynamic 
activity  with  some  eruption  intervals  only  10  to  12  minutes  apart. 
However,  many  hours  separated  sors-a  of  the  eruptions.  A  number  of 
eruptions  which  were  above  average  in  magnitude  were  photographed 
by  Park  Naturalist  George  Marler.  Underground  detonations  observed 
were  above  average  in  force.  During  the  month  of  October,  Park 
Haturalist  Harler  spent  a  majority  of  his  time  measuring  hot  spring 
flow  and  taking  hot  ground  temperatures.  He  was  assisted  by  Park 
Ranger  (Haturaiists)  Sam  Beal  and  Bill  Germeraad. 

Durin  g  October,  Assistant  Park  Haturalist  Ray  Sellers  spent  most 
of  his  time  preparing  outpost  stations  and  exhibits  for  the  winter 
and  in  returning  equipment  to  headquarters. 

On  October  22,  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Kclntyre  journeyed  to  Death 
Gulch  at  Wahb  Springs  oa.  Cache  Creek,  fie  photographed  the  bodies 
of  3  of  5  dead  coyotes  first  reported  by  Interpretive  personnel 
in  August  of  1959.  Very  little  decay  had  set  in  during  the  lapsed 
time  of  about  1  year,  due  to  alleged  toxicity  of  gases  and  water 
present  in  the  area. 
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Museum  Activities 

Museum  Curator  Heavier  reported  that  record  cataloging  on  work- 
sheets was  80%  complete.  She  made  an  inspection  trip  to  Big  Hole 
Battlefield  October  5  through  7  and  found  the  records  in  good 
shape  as  regards  all  procedures  of  accessioning.  Mew  items 
received  for  the  museum  Include  some  worked  artifacts,  one  good 
projectile  point,  one  basalt  scraper,  and  a  rifle  shell, 

Mr.  Mclntyre  and  Equipment  Supervisor  Robert  R.  Robinson,  Jr. 
inspected  an  old  water  wagon  tank  and  old  vehicles  of  the  Yellow* 
stone  Park  Company  for  possible  use  as  historic  exhibit  materials 
in  the  Park,  The  water  tank  was  found  by  Mr,  Mclntyre  and  Joseph 
Ely  above  the  Mammoth  area  on  October  21,  Various  areas  of  the 
Park  are  being  searched  for  artifacts  to  rehabilitate  the  old  Karris 
Soldier  Station,

Park  Photographer  Lyle  C.  Elmer  entered  on  duty  November  14. 
His  salary  and  supplies  for  required  photographic  work  are 
being  computed  on  a  prorata  basis  for  services  rendered  to 
Divisions  benefited. 

All  seasonal  employees  of  the  Division  of  Interpretation  are 
on  furlough. 

On  November  11,  Mr*  Mclntyre  interviewed  Mr.  Jerry  Jeager, 
Science  Teacher  at  Gardiner  High  School,  for  an  interpretive 
position  during  the  1961  season. 

Reaearch  and  Observation 

Park  Naturalist  (Geologist)  George  D,  iarler  spent  most  of 
the  month  of  November  in  the  field.  It  was  observed  that 
Daisy  Geyser  was  dormant  a  good  deal  of  the  time  due  to  the 
activity  of  Bonita.  Dome  Geyser  was  in  its  first  active  phase 
since  May,  with  intervals  varying  from  13  to  16  minutes,  the 
duration  being  about  5  minutes.  On  Moveraber  IS,  Park 
Naturalist  Marler  observed  that  since  the  9th,  Fountain  Paint 
Pot  had  risen  about  6  inches  and  Leather  Pool  from  18  inches 
to  2  feet.  Sapphire  was  in  an  enervated  state  of  activity. 
On  the  21st,  Grand  Geyser  erupted  with  the  character  of  the 
bursts  being  the  same  as  those  of  pre-quake  days.  At  month's 
end,  Sapphire  was  still  erupting,  its  activity  being  characterized 
by  2  to  3  small  bursts,  at  five-minute  intervals. 

Mr.  Marler  observed  the  following  geyser  activity  in  the  Fire- 
hole  area  on  November  29;  The  influx  of  a  cooler  water  table 
in  the  Lower  Geyser  Dasin  was  apparently  slowing  up  Great 
Fountain's  function.  Average  interval  of  eruptions  of  Great 
Fountain  at  this  time  of  year  is  from  24  to  48  hours.  Clepsydra's 
west  vent  was  in  steam-phase  activity  and  Turquoise  Pool  was 
frozen  over.  A  32  minute  interval  was  observed  for  Plume 
Geyser  -  the  shortest  1960  recorded  interval. 

vildlife  observations  during  the  month  included:  201  geese 
and  77  trumpeter  swans  between  the  Yellowstone  River  and  Canyon 
and  hundreds  of  ducks,  mostly  mallards  and  goideneyes;  one 
Big  Horn  ram  and  3  ewes  on  the  road  by  Eagle  Nest  Rock  near 
Gardiner  River  Slide;  young  bobcat  on  back  porch  of  Administration 
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Building  at  8:00  p.m.  on  November  30,  and  on  November  1, 
thirty-two  trumpeter  swans  were  observed  on  the  lakeside 
of  Fishing  Bridge. 

No  collecting  permits  were  requested  or  issued  during  the 
month  and  no  requests  for  new  research  projects  were  received. 

Museum  Activities 

Ninety  per  cent  of  the  total  museum  collections  have  been 
catalogued  on  worksheets  with  the  completion  of  3,200  herbarium 
sheets. 

Museum  Curator  Meagher  spent  November  2  and  9  with  Regional 
Curator  Newell  Joyner  and  Miss  Vera  Craig  from  the  Washington 
Office,  inspecting  the  collections  and  records,  visiting  Madison 
and  Old  Faithful  Museums  and  discussing  museum  procedures. 

During  November,  the  museum  acquired  one  cavalry  troop  barracks 
insignia  and  two  army  uniform  buttons.

Taylor  of  Tulsa,  Oklahoma*  Earthquake  slide  sets  were  loaned 
to  Superintendent  Otto  Brown  of  Crater  Lake  and  seasonal 
Naturalist  llerrold  Asmussen  of  Sioux  City,  Iowa.  Mr.  Asaussen 
presented  the  talk  three  times  to  a  total  audience  of  130 
junior  high  school  students.

For  several  weeks  Sapphire  has  been  discharging  water  only 
on  the  east  and  south  sides  of  the  crater  and  for  the  past 
few  weeks  has  discharged  a  few  pieces  of  very  dense  glacial 
conglomerate,  indicating  that  its  roots  are  in  glacial 
gravels. 

Vtiite  Uarae  and  Fink  Cone  Geysers  were  on  essentially  the 
MM*  patterns  n»  earlier  in  the  season.  Grand  erupted 
over  the  weekend  of  i^ecesaber  3,  Three  of  Daisy  Geyser's 
intervals  were  checked  on  December  9.  Each  was  60  minutes 
long,  this  being  a  very  different  relationship  than  existed 
before  the  earthquake. 

Also  on  the  9th,  Ledge  Geyser  in  the  Harris  Geyser  Basin 
erupted  for  one  hour  setd   15  minutes  during  which  tisae  water 
sprayed  over  the  walk. 

A  new  geyser  which  erupts  to  a  height  of  approximately  15 
feet  has  developed  ia  the  Fi thole  Springs.  So  interval 
of  eruption  was  determined,  rater  in  the  lied  Spout er. 
Leather  Fool  and  the  Paint  Pots  showed  additional  rise, 
particularly  in  Red  Spouter.  Activity  on  Geyser  Hill  and 
ia  the  Black  Sand  Basin  showed  no  recent  alterations.

Interpretive  Services 

Ho  special  talks  or  interpretive  services  ware  conducted  in  the  Park 
by  members  of  the  Division  of  Interpretation.  However,  beginning 
Saturday,  April  15,  the  Mammoth  Museum  was  open  7  days  per  week. 

Covers  were  removed  from  roadside  exhibits  in  the  Canyon  and  Lake 
areas  and  on  the  highway  between  Mammoth  and  Old  Faithful.  Self- 
guiding  leaflets  were  placed  in  the  dispeneer  boxe  in  the  Fountain 
Paint  Pot,  Firehoie  Lake,  Biscuit  Basin  and  Geyster  Hill  areas. 

The  old  Federal  Registers  in  the  library  were  boxed  in  preparation 
for  sending  to  the  Farmly  Library  in  Billings.  Approximately  23© 
books  have  been  culled  and  separated  into  three  categories:  government ~ 
ovned  for  survey,  YLMA  owned  for  disposal,  and  YLMA  owned  for  donation 
to  the  Mammoth  Library.

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Also  during  the  month,  approval  was  granted  to  the  U.S.  Army  Corps 
of  Engineers  to  conduct  test  flights  over  Yellowstone  for  the  purpose 
of  testiug  a  new  highly  sensitive  instrument,  designed  for  air-borne 
uae  to  detect  aimtte  temperature  differences  on  the  ground  surface. 

The  Park  Naturalist  (Geologist)  spent  considerable  tine  during  April 
in  preparing  papers  on  the  Borris  Geyser  Basin  and  the  Mammoth  Hot 
Springs  areas.  During  his  days  in  the  field,  he  recorded  the  following 
pertinent  hot  spring  and  geyser  observations: 

On  April  3,  in  the  Hud  Volcano  area,  it  was  observed  that  the  water 
table  was  higher  in  all  springs  Limn  during  late  autumn.  A  new  mud 
pot  had  developed  near  the  Dragons  Mouth  and  Black  Dragon  Cauldron  was 
continuing  to  open  up  the  fissure  on  which  it  is  located.  At  Harris, 
on  the  same  date,  Phillips  Cauldron  was  very  hot  and  bulging,  Steam 
Boat  Geyser  played  every  $  minutes  and  the  ?ixen  was  in  an  active 
phase  for  the  3  hours  spent     -is  area. 

The  Firehole  Lake  area  was  essentially  the  same  as  last  fail.  Great 
Fountain  was  observed  to  erupt  for  45  minutes,  Cliff  Geyser  seems  to 
be  playing  more  frequently  than  during  I960.  The  water  level  had 
risen  one  foot:  in  the  Three  listers  and  the  northernmost  vent  plays 
more  vigorously  than  last  summer.  Two  checked  intervals  in  the  east 
vent  of  the  north  bowl  of  Three  Sisters  were  34%  and  35  minutes.  On 
April  13,  in  the  Fi  ehole  area,  it  was  observed  that  the  overflow 
from  Bouita  was  rendering  Dais/  dormant.  There  was  no  change  in 
Samphire  ea  this  date  and  eruptions  of  Castle,  Oblong  and  Great  Foun- 
tain Geysers  were  observed.  On  the  19th,  about  every  1/2  hour,  Sapphire 
was  having  eruptions  approximately  70-30  feet  in  height  and  more  action 
was  observed  in  Pink  Cistern  mud  pots  than  last  year.  On  Friday,  April 
21,  Daisy  Geyser  was  dormant  due  to  the  action  of  Bonita.  Removal  of 
a  few  shovelfuls  of  water  started  the  Thief  erupting.  It  played  con- 
tinuously far  2  hours  and  S3  minutes.  Daisy  erupted  1  hour  and  35 
minutes  after  the  start  of  the  Thief.  Sixty-three  minutes  later  Daisy 
had  another  eruption.  It  is  Mr.  Hurler's  opinion  that  if  Bonita  con- 
tinues In  its  present  increase  In  flow,  it  will  render  Daisy  Geyser 
completely  dormant.

On  the  23rd, 
the  osprey  were  gone  frora  Eagle  Nest  rock  and  a  pair  of  ravens  ware 
in  possession.

The  nature  trail  to  Observation  Point  at  Old  Faithf ■      been 
established  as  a  daily  conducted  walk  on  a  trial  basis,  At  Morris, 
the  Green  Dragon  Springs  Trail  has  been  opened  to  the  public.  The 
loop  boardwalk  into  Porcelain  Basin  is  still  unsafe  and  partially 
closed  due  to  undermining  by  springs  and  steam  vents.  The  unsafe 
portions  have  been  blacked  off  as  a  safety  precaution.  At  Mammoth, 
the  Terrace  Auto  Caravan  was  discontinued  due  to  traffic  congestion 
and  has  been  replaced  by  having  a  Ranger  naturalist  on  duty  on  the 
Upper  Terrace  for  2  hours  daily.  Concessioner  bus  service  with  a 
naturalist  in  attendance  has  been  introduced  as  the  mode  of  trans- 
portation for  the  animal  caravan  to  cut  down  the  number  of  private 
vehicles  on  the  tour. 

This  year,  Yellowstone  Park  Company  bus  drivers  and  the  fire  lookout 
have  been  instructed  in  interpreting  Ht.  Washburn  attractions  to 
visitors  rather  than  assigning  a  Park  Sanger  (Naturalist)  to  this 
duty  on  the  daily  bus  trips  to  the  summit  of  Mt.  Washburn. 

The  trial  amphitheatre  located  in  the  Tower  Fall  Campground  has  been 
completed  and  is  now  being  used.  In  addition,  a  new  Tower  Creek 
Nature  walk  has  been  initiated  in  lieu  of  the  Lost  Creek  walk  used 
last  year.  A  new  nature  walk  has  been  established  from  the  Canyon 
Visitor  Center  to  Lookout  Point  on  a  trial  basis. 


By  the  end  of  the  month,  interpretive  programs  were  in  full  operation 
throughout  the  Park.

Park  llatural  1st  (Geologist)  Harler  recorded  the  following  pertinent 
thermal  observations: 

A  new  geyser  has  appeared  on  Geyser  Hill,  erupting  approximately  every 
minute.  Grand  Geyser  seems  to  be  playing  2  to  3  times  as  frequently 
as  last  summer.  Leather  Pool  is  still  ebbing  and  the  new  mud  spring 
development  is  still  occurring  in  Pocket  Basin.  The  new  geyser  in  the 
Round  Spring  Group  plays  every  4  to  $  minutes  to  a  height  ot  about  12 
feet  with  a  duration  of  1%  minutes. 

Mr.  Hat tor  spent  the  greater  portion  of  June  21  in  the  Daisy  area  due 
to  the  activity  of  Daisy's  Thief  which  played  for  not  less  than 
11  hours.  During  this  period,  Daisy  erupted  3  times.  The  Thief  stopped 
after  the  7:25  p.m.  eruption  of  Daisy,  but  Daisy  continued  periodically 
active  all  night.  On  the  22nd,  it  was  observed  that  Bonlta  had  com- 
pletely taken  over  in  the  Daisy  Group. 
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Tenper«ture  readings  were  recorded  for  all  oajox  thermal  features  la 
the  West  Thumb  and  Hud  Volcano  araaa.  For  tho  first  tias  since  1948 , 
tha  water  laval  of  Sour  Lake  baa  risen  sufficiently  high  to  overflow 
Into  Black  Dragons  Caldron,  allowing  a  free  inflow  of  cool  water.  Ttie 
tampereture  of  Black  Dragons  Caldron,  In  the  acre  active  portion  of 
the  caldron  appears  to  be  unaffected,  however,  es  the  reading  on 
June  26  was  183. 0°F.  as  compared  to  181.4°?.  for  July  24,  I960  and 
133.4°?.  for  July  1959.  This  indicates  the  Sour  Lake  inflow  dmu  not 
reach  the  more  active  southeast  extremty  of  Black  Dragons  Caldron

Cavern  Spring  in  the  lamaoth  area,  which  was  almost  dry  last  fall, has 
developed  a  new  vent  on  the  east  side  of  the  terrace  is  putting  out 
•etch  more  water  than  last  summer,  the  temperature  of  the  spring  is 
six  degrees  waraer  than  it  was  at  any  fcisae  Inst  summer.  For  the 
first  time  in  aany  years,  there  in  a  little  water  cooing  over  the 
front  edge  of  the  famous  Jupiter  T.rrace.  Harrow  Gauge  Terrace,  after 
having  been  dormant  for  seven  or  eight  years  is  becoalng  active  again. 
Highland  Terreee  is  more  active  this  season  than  it  has  been  for 
several  years.  Orange  Spring  Mound  is  in  a  state  of  dormancy, aa  is 
the  White  Eleplient  Back  Mound.  Soda  Spring,  Sulphur  Spring  and  Beth 
Lake  have  lost  most  of  their  water  supply  and  unless  this  is  soon 
augmented  by  fresh  water,  these  features  will  soon  be  completely  dry. 

A  complete  thermal  log  is  being  kept  em   the  features  in  Harris  Geyser 
Basin. 

Important  wildlife  observations  in  the  three  districts  include  the. 
following  for  June: 

A  loggerhead  shrike  was  observed  on  the  Jlorth  Elm  of  the  Canyon  on 
June  27,  and  a  great  grey  owl  has  been  seen  upon  several  occasions  In 
the  Canyon  area.  A  badger  with  one  young  has  been  reported  almost 
daily  by  personnel  at  Canyon.  In  the  Madison  area,  Ranger  Naturalist 
Frlsbee  reported  six  eggs  In  the  Trumpeter  Swan  nest  June  9.  However, 
the  next  observation  on  June  22  revealed  only  two  cygnets.

Upon  climbing  to  the  nest  Or.  Blddulph  observed  a  14  inch  cutthroat 
trout  being  devoured.  Also  present  were  bones  of  several  smell  mmamttls. 
The  young  eagle  appeared  to  be  epproxlmately  two- thirds  grown.  Dr. 
Joseph  rturpby  (Park  Sanger  mature! 1st)  has  prepared  and  submitted  a 
progress  report  for  the  summer  of  1940  on  the  "geology  of  the  Beld 
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Eagle  la  Yellowstone  ?{atianal  Park."  ills  study  is  continuing  and  a 
flight  wan  nade  during  the  snath  for  tlie  purpose  of  determining  new 
nesting  sites  of  the  Bald  Eagle. 

Oa  Juaa  14,  Rocky  Mountain  Goats  vera  reported  on  the  cliffs  along 
the  Yellowstone  below  Blacktail  Deer  Creek  by  the  North  district 
Trail  Grew.  Upon  checking  this  report,  however,  it  was  determined 
that  the  aainals  ware  Big  Horn  sheep  with  very  white  coats. 

Tvs  earth  treaors  were  reported  during  the  aoath,  one  at  Madison 
junction  on  June  16  and  one  at  Canyon  on  June  29.

The  following  pertinent  thermal  observations  were  recorded  during  Angus t: 

On  August  10,  it  was  observed  by  Park  naturalist  {Geologist)  Marler 
that  Sapphire's  big  eruptions  of  the  previous  weak  had  given  way  to 

15  minute  intervals  and  30  to  4©  foot  eruptions,  Sometime  during  the 
early  part  of  August*  Kaleidoscope  was  rejuvenated.  It  was  last  active 
during  the  1553  season.  On  August  27,  it  had  drained  the  big  spring 
with  which  it  is  8ubterraneously  connected.  In  Biscuit  Easin,  Fumarole 
Geyser's  intervals  are  lengthening  but  its  eruptions  are  increasing  in 
power.  The  Park  Geologist  has  observed      rand's  present  manner  of 
play  closely  resembles  the  pattern  that  characterised  it  in  the  late 
1930's, 

The  lower  terraces  at  Karaaaoth  continued  very  active  during  August  with 
an  abundant  supply  of  water  resulting  in  highly  colorful  and  interesting 
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formations,  there  was  no  fundamental  change  in  the  average  tempera 
of  the  springs  with  the  exception  of  the  Old  Palette  Spring,  fhis 
spring  is  apparently  heeded  for  a  dormant  period. 

Due  to  extremely  hot  weather  during  August,  wildlife  observations  were 
at  a  ainiraura,  however  one  nature  grizzly  bear  was  seen  in  the  Cascade 
Meadows  on  August  19  and  a  few  bison  ware  observed  in  flay  dan  Valley 

No  earth  tremors  ware  reported  during  August. 

Museua  Activitiee 

A  total  of  200  catalogue  cards  ware  typed  during  the  month,  the  Curator 
spent:  considerable  tirae  cataloging  artifacts  and  istisceilaneous  iteeis. 
One  projectile  point  was  received  for  accessioning.  She  completed  die 
first  draft  of  an  index  for  Suture  !iotes  for  the  years  1952-1953,  in 
order  that  the  final  issues  nay  be  bound  and  placed  in  die  library.

Cone  talks  during  the  daylight  hours  and  daily  camp fire  programs  were 
presented  at  Old  Faithful  throughout  the  stonth. 

Yellowatoae  Library  and  'mapm  Association 

Librarian  Uucile  B.  Wagner  accessioned,  catalogued  and  processed  10 
books  and  29  paaphlets  and  completed  a  library  Inventory  which  totaled 
6,425  books  and  approximately  12,060  paaphlets.  Her  services  for  the 
season  were  terminated  os  September  22. 

In-Service  Training 

During  the  period  September  1  through  Septeiaber  10,  ftr,  Donald  X». 
Cross  served  as  Acting  Chief  Park  Naturalist  during  Mr.  Hclutyre's 
absence  frora  the  Park.

On 
this  trip  the  old  site  of  Camp  Cooke  was  located  and  examined  at  the 
south  of  the  Judith  River.   (Report  of  trip  will  be  written  with 
recommendations  in  the  near  future). 

The  Chief  Park  Naturalist  and  Park  Historian  spent  most  of  the  14th 
and  15th  at  Yancey's,  Harris,  end  Mammoth  in  company  with  Mr.  Charles 
Pope,  Supervisory  Architect  from  KQDC. 

On  the  lltb  and  12th,  Mr.  Melntyre  met  with  Mr.  Walter  Berlet  concerning 
Mr.  Berlet *s  wildlife  film  of  the  Park. 

Prom  the  19th  through  the  21st,  Mr.  Mdntyre  accompanied  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Garrison  on  a  canoe  trip  to  Trail  Creek  and  the  Yellowstone  delta 
area  for  observations  pertaining  to  eianageaent  plans. 

Prom  the  20th  through  the  22nd,  Mr,  Newell  Joyner,  Regional  Museum 
Curator,  visited  the  Park.  The  Chief  Park  naturalist  act  with  Mr. 
Joyner  on  Friday,  September  22,  regarding  the  museum  records  program  and 
preservation  of  museum  Materials .

The  Park  Geologist  continued  research  on  the  Firehole  River  Geyser  Basins 
and  on  the  activity  of  the  geysers  in  Sorris  Geyser  Basin.  Mr.  Harler 
reports  that  the  eruption  of  Steamboat  Geyser  which  occurred  the  night 
of  September  I,  would  seem  to  have  projected  water  to  a  greater  height 
than  has  characterised  any  geyser  in  historic  times.  The  discharge  was 
voluminous,  and  was  heavily  laden  with  sediments,  as  was  indicated  by 
mud  spattered  ground  and  vegetation.

In  addition  to  routine  duties,  be 
coxapleted  the  text  for  the  interpretive  exhibit  entitled  ''Steamboats  on 
the  Lake/'  and  completed  an  abstract  report  on  the  Missouri  Breaks  trip 
of  September  3-8. 

Special  Activities 

The  Chief  Park  Haturaiist  spent  the  second  week  of  October  at  Che 
Society  of  American  Foresters  annual  meet ins  1»  Minneapolis  while  an 
annuel  leave. 

On  the  10th,  the  Park  Historian  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Billings 
Archeological  Society  as  an  unofficial  representative  of  the  Park. 

Mr.  Merc  Sagan  of  the  Sas  tern  Museum  Exhibit  planning  team  arrived  in 
the  Park  on  the  15th,  for  2  weeks  of  work  on  the  Madison  Junction  Visitor 
Center.

On   the  23th 
bxiA   27th,  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  accompanied  Messrs.  Elliott,  Anderson 
and  Williams  to  Old  Faithful  for  further  discussion  of  plans  for  winter 
research. 
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On  the  afternoon  of  tha  26th,  a  canoe  reconnaissance  from  tfadison  Junction 
to  Old  Riverside  Station  was  conducted  by  Messrs.  Mclntyre,  Garrison,  Howe, 
Good,  Chapwri  and  Horey  for  tha  purpose  of  determining  the  feasibility  of 
opening  these  waters  to  canoes  during  part  of  the  year. 

Mr.  Mclatyre  spent  tha  afternoon  of  October  23  in  conference  with  Museum 
Exhibit  Planner  Mare  Sagan  on  the  final  review  of  the  proposed  Madison 
Junction  exhibits. 

Park  Naturalist  Geologist  Marler  spent  part  of  the  day  Sunday,  October 
22,  in  company  with  Dr.  Warren  Hamilton  of  the  U.S.  Geological  Survey 
in  the  Obsidian  Cliff  area,  assisting  him  in  collecting  samples  of 
obsidian  for  research  purposes. 

Research  and  Observation 

One  collecting  permit  was  Issued  during  the  month  to  Br.  barren  B. 
Hamilton  of  the  U.3.G.S.  to  collect  obsidian  specimens  for  the  purpose 
of  chemical  analysis  sad  calibration  of  spectrograph! e  equipment.  Ho 
other  collecting  permits  were  issued  during  October. 

On  October  3,  Opal  Terrace  at  Mammoth  ceased  activity.  At  present  there 
ere  no  signs  of  rejuvenation.  Earth  tremors  may  be  responsible  along  the 
7 T sen nth -Gardiner  fault  line. 

The  Park  naturalist  Geologist  reported  that  at  least  3  springs  in  the 
Sprinkler  Group,  located  in  the  Lowsr  Geyser  Basin,  have  started  functioning 
as  geysers  since  the  middle  of  September.  Bonlta  Pool  is  discharging 
about  one- third  second  foot  of  water.  This  has  lowered  all  connecting 
springs  several  inches. 

During  October  Mr.  Marler  completed  his  comparative  temperature  data  for  the 
Flrehole  area. 

Four  earth  tremors  were  reported  during  the  month:  Three  occurred  at  Old 
Faithful  on  October  26  and  one  occurred  at  Mammoth  oa  October  31. 

During  the  latter  part  of  October,  elk,  bison,  and  coyotes  have  beam  a 
common  sight  in  the  Upper  Geyser  Basin.  Almost  daily  during  October,  elk 
have  been  seen  in  the  vicinity  of  Mammoth  due  to  heavy  snow  at  higher 
range*.

The  upper  and  lower  springs  on  Opal  Terrace,  which  became 
dormant  on  October  8,  were  beginning  to  rejuvenate  during 
the  latter  part  of  Movenber. 

The  first  recorded  eruption  of  the  Beehive  Geyser  in  two 
months,  occurred  on  November  7.  The  Park  Geologist  reports 
that  the  walk  is  very  hot  on  the  north  end  of  the  Fountain 
Paint  Pota  with  steam  again  issuing  through  one  of  the  posts. 
An  unusually  spectacular  eruption  of  the  Great  Fountain  was 
observed  on  the  21st.  Three  of  the  bursts  were  nearly  150  feet 
high.  Mr.  Marier  also  xeported  that  the  water  level  was 
higher  in  Daley  and  Brilliant  Pool  than  at  any  time  since  last 
July. 

It  la  interesting  to  note  that  following  the  1959  earthquake, 
the  level  in  Turquoise  Pool  dropped  approximately  eight 
feet.  By  1960  it  had  risen  from  three  to  four  feet.  However, 
28  the  water  level  was  only  30  Inches  below  the  rim. 
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This  recent  increase  in  level  would  see*  to  heve  resulted  from 
a  noticeably  heavier  flow  from  Grand  Prismatic. 

Mo  earth  tremors  were  reported  during  the  month.

Tltsoarch  and  Observation 

Martin  Marietta  Corporation's  -  Martin  Company  of  Denver  on  Hay  1, 
issued  3  press  releases  related  to  Yellowstone  Park  algae  and  the 
pert  it  may  play  in  the  science  of  getting  man  on  the  moon  by  1963. 
These  releases  state  in  part:  that  algae  from  the  hot  pools  of 
Yellowstone  shows  "high  promise"  as  a  source  of  food  and  oxygen  for 
men  in  deep  apace.  This  blue-green  algae,  Synechococcus  Li vidua. 
living  at  temperatures  of  125  degrees  P.  in  Yellowstone  holds  a 
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greater  potential  than  Chlorella.  a  farm  pond  type  of  algae  which 
thrives  at  90-100  decrees,  duo  to  the  survival  and  growth  rate  at 
a  much  higher  temperature  which  would  normally  be  found  In  a  space 
vehicle.  Theae  algae  are  really  chemical  gas  exchangers  which 
convert  the  carbon  dioxide  exhaled  by  nan  Into  oxygen  by  photo- 
synthesis. Under  the  correct  conditions  this  process  can  be  carried 
on  within  a  space  vehicle. 

Mr.  George  B.  Schaller,  Park  Collaborator  from  the  University  of 
Wisconsin,  arrived  cm  Hay  26  to  begin  his  summer  study  of  the  white 
pelicans  on  the  Holly  Islands.

Grand  erupted  5  to  6  times  per  week  at  irregular  intervals. 
Beehive  erupted  only  once  oa  May  15. 
Castle  erupted  approximately  every  9  hours. 
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Riverside  erupted  approximately  every  1\   hours.

Ho 
eruptions  exceeding  100  feet  were  reported. 

Wildlife  Observation* 

The  first  moose  calf  of  the  yeer  was  reported  near  Float lag 
Island  Lake  on  May  22.  On  May  24,  the  first  new  grizzly  cub  of  the 
year  was  sighted  east  of  Soda  Butte  and  on  the  25th  the  first  elk 
calf  was  reported  1000  feet  from  Norris  Junction. 

Oaring  the  month  of  May,  200  bison  remained  between  the  Upper  Geyser 
Basin  and  the  Fountain  Flats  -  twelve  calves  were  reported  in  the 
Fountain  Flats  area*

Heamath  Hot  Springs  seem  slightly  taore  active  than  last  year,  the 
activity  of  Minerva  Terrace  is  especially  beautiful,  Minerva  Spring 
has  built  up  several  "steps"  two  to  four  feet  high  at  the  base  since  last 
September.  The  level  of  hath  Lake  has  dropped  several  feet  frcsa  last 
year's  level. 

l2Sl£ 

The  Morris  Basin  seems  to  he  increasing  in  activity.  More  fissures 
surrounding  the  Porcelain  Basin  are  now  evident  sM   it  appears  to 
be  discharging  acre  water.  Steamboat  Geyser,  after  "exploding"  on 
September  I,  1961,  has  returned  to  its  normal  pattern  of  eruption  of 
two-minute  intervals. 

Old  Faithful  tern* 

The  average  monthly  interval  of  Old  Faithful  was  67.3  minutes,  which 
is  longer  than  any  monthly  interval  for  the  1961  season.  The  June 
interval  ranged  from  40  to  88  minutes.  The  duration  varied  from  1% 
to  5\  minutes,  both  extremes  were  recorded  by  stopwatch  by  Sanger 
Frisbee  on  the  evening  of  June  17. 

On  June  25  at  7:30  p.m.  Grand  Geyser  erupted  with  13  bursts  over  a 
period  of  30  minutes,  some  bursts  erupting  at  least  200  feet. 

The  averag*  monthly  interval  of  Great  Fountain  was  7  hours  6  minutes; 
seme  eruptions  observed  have  been  less  than  100  feet*  Prior  to  the 
main  eruption  the  runoff  in  the  west  channel  exceeds  by  a  few  hundred 
feet  the  point  readied  during  the  1961  season. 

Sapphire  erupts  to  a  height  of  25-100  feet  every  15  to  25  minutes. 

Due  to  a  omw  outbreak  in  the  geyserlte  a  few  feet  west  of  Plume 
Geyser's  vent,  which  has  diverted  a  portion  of  Plume* s  energy,  this 
geyser  has  not  played  as  high  as  last  season.  Its  height  now  ranges 
between  30  to  40  feet. 

The  average  monthly  interval  of  Castle  Geyser  was  3  hours  56  minutes. 
On  a  calm  day,  bursts  of  Castle  exceed  75  feet.  Shield  Pool  overflows 
more  strongly  prior  to  an  eruption  of  Castle. 
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WMt  Thumb  end  Hud  Volcano  Araea 

Temperature  readings  were  recorded  for  all  major  thermal  features  in 
the  West  Thumb  and  Mud  Volcano  areas. 

Seismograph  Pool  at  Beet  Thumb  has  dropped  16  degrees  la  temperature 
since  last  year.  Algae  ia  sparse  and  the  pool  haa  been  cloudy  several 
times  during  June.  Blue  Bell  Pool's  temperature  haa  risen  10  degrees; 
the  temperature  of  Soadside  Steamer  haa  dropped  10  degrees. 

Three  eruptions  of  a  thermal  spring  across  the  river  from  ifod  Volcano 
have  been  reported  by  Perk  personnel  this  spring*

Several  elk  and  grisxly  observations  were  reported  during  June. 

A  Canada  lynx  was  seen  on  June  21  near  specimen  ftLdge  northwest  of  the 
petrified  forest  and  three  alias  beck  of  Junction  Butte  tmm:   the  "Little 
America"  gravel  pit. 

Moose  counts  this  year  have  exceeded  all  other  years  in  aodem  history. 
Numbers  are  seen  In  all  pieces  designated  as  moose  country  by  the  laoose 


tlsae  since  May  25  by  divebombing  ravens  that  drove  the  female  from  the 
nest*  They  are  seen  only  occasionally  on  this  lake  since  losing  that 
battle. 

Bison  winter  kill  appears  to  be  unusually  high  this  spring.  Hangers 
and  naturalists  report  approximately  15  carcasses  have  been  observed  in 
the  Mud  Volcano  and  Mary  Bay  areas. 

A  bald  eagle  was  observed  on  several  occasions  one-half  mile  downstream 
froa  Seven  Mile  Bridge  between  Madison  Junction  mxd  West  Yellowstone. 

HntWWfi  Activities 

Final  phases  of  museum  record  program  work  are  continuing. 

A  glass  front  has  been  placed  in  front  of  the  bighorn  sheep  mount  in 
the  Mammoth  Museum. 

Visual  Aids 

Several  new  duplicate  slides  were  received  for  use  in  interpretive 
programs  at  the  various  stations  throughout  the  Park. 

Work  was  started  on  a  new  script  for  the  Canyon  Visitor  Center  Audio*

Saecial  Activities 

The  Chief  Park  naturalist  was  in  Seattle  from  June  29  through  July  7 
attending  the  First  World  Park  Conference.  He  returned  to  the  Park  on 
July  9  with  63  of  the  delegates  for  a  tour  of  Yellowstone  National  Park. 
This  tour  included  Old  Faithful,  Lake,  and  Grand  Teton  Rational  Park. 
He  returned  to  active  duty  in  Yellowstone  on  July  14.  On  July  15 
Mr.  Mclntyre  went  to  Had  Lodge  with  several  special  foreignguasts 

from  the  First  World  Park  Conference,  and  on  July  16  accompanied  them 
to  their  train  in  Livingston. 

On  July  19  the  Chief  Park  aaturalist  accompanied  Under  Secretary  Can- 
to Yellowstone  Lake  to  point  out  and  discuss  sonlng  lines  in  the  arms 
of  the  Lake. 

Mr.  Mclntyre  was  interviewed  on  July  20  by  outdoor  writer  Bauer 
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on'  Fishiug  For  Fun"  and  the  future  benefits  of  this  program  to  Yellowstone 
National  Park.  On  Sunday,  July  21  ha  was  interviewed  by  Don  Anderson  of 
the  Billing^  Cassette  on  Lake  Zoning  and  'Flatting  For  Fun". 

A  conference  was  held  on  July  24  with  Dr.  George  Shelter  on  his  studies  thie 
season  on  the  Holly  Island  bird  rookery.  Mr.  Thaller  will  leave  the  Park  on 
August  23.  Mr.  Mclatyre  will  inspect  his  study  on  August  11  and  12. 

The  Chief  Park  naturalist  spent  the  week-end  of  July  28-29  on  a  reconnais- 
sance of  the  Brimstone  Basin  on  the  east  shore  of  Yellowstone  Lake,  Humorous 
carbon  dioxide  vents  and  cold  springs  were  found,  in  addition  to  voluminous 
sulphur  beds. 

A  conference  was  held  in  Mr.  Mclntyre's  office  on  July  31  with  Br.  Gordo- 
Schoepfle,  Associate  Professor  of  Physiology,  Washington  University  School 
of  Medicine  at  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  on  public  hunting  in  National  Parks. 

Wayne  F.  Replogle,  Assistant  Horth  District  Maturalist,  was  assigned  through 
July  14  to  aid  in  the  filming  of  A  Masai  E'     re  Hows  tone  ,  This  work 
was  under  the  auspices  of  the  ISIew  York  Zoological  Society. 

At  Mammoth  preparation  of  a  large-scale,  topographic  base  map  of  the  Mammoth 
thermal  area  became  a  major  objective  during  the  latter  part  of  July.  It 
was  decided  that  positions  of  all  active  springs  should  be  plotted  on  such  a 
base  map,  at  least  annually.  This  annual  map  accompanied  by  a  written  log 
containing  spring  temperatures,  depositions,  changes,  etc.,  could  lead  to  a 
better  understanding  of  the  travertine-depositing  thermal  springs. 

Park  naturalist  Meagher  took  Dr.  Olof  ftlofaon  of  Sweden  to  the  west  side  of 
the  Park  to  the  Madison  heron  rookery,  and  thence  to  West  Yellowstone  oa 
July  3. 

On  July  24  Park  Historian  Haines,  accompanied  by  Messrs.  Gastellum,  Reynolds, 
and  Rosenberg,  vent  to  Big  Hole  Battlefield  for  a  conference  on  Monument 
development  plans.  They  were  met  in  Dillon,  Oantana.   by  Mr.  Appleman  of 
the  Washington  Office,  who  accompanied  the  group  to  the  .ionument. 

History 

During  the  month  Park  Historian  Haines  began  a  report  ot\   the  excavation  of 
the  itigler  hearth  sits  along  the  Yellowstone  River  north  of  the  Park. 
On  July  13  Mr.  Haines  and  Mr.  Good  wont  to  the  Rigler  hearth  sits,  where 
Mr.  Good  found  a  second  hearth.  At  Yankee  Jim  Canyon  rough  leveling  was 
done  to  establish  the  height  of  the  ancient  landslide. 

Research  and  Observation 

In  order  to  ascertain  fluctuations  in  water  levels  at  Bach  Lake,  a 
graduation  stake  from  which  readings  are  made  was  placed  in  the  western 
edge  of  the  pool. 
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A  new  hot  pool  or  spring  came  into  existence  on  July  12  about  100  yards 
north  of  Bath  Lake.  Temperatures  wore  sseasured  at  162°  F.  A  temporary 
name  of  "Cedar  Spring"  was  attached  to  this  feature  due  to  the  presence 
of  a  cedar  tree  in  the  center  of  the  pool. 

Valentine  Geyser  was  observed  in  eruption  nine  days  in  July.  Steamboat 
Geyser  erupts  at  intervals  of  1  -  2  minutes  to  heights  occasionally  up 
to  40  feet.  Black  Growler  staan  vent  was  chocked  and  found  to  register 
243°  F.  These  thermal  features  are  located  in  the  Morris  Geyser  Bast  it. 


Old  Faithful  Geyser's  average  interval  shortened  slightly  during  the 
month  of  July  to  56-1/2  minutes. 

Castle,  90  eruptions,  interval  8-1/2  to  10  hours. 

Grand,  16  eruptions,  interval  26  to  $0  hours. 

Great  Fountain,  14  eruptions,  interval  7-1/2  to  8-1/2  hours. 

Riverside,  erupted  at  intervals  of  6*3/4  to  7-1/2  hours* 

Indigo  opting  on  July  24  resumed  its  overflow  for  the  first  time  since 

the  eartbuguake. 

Daisy  Geyser  erupted  perhaps  4  or  5   tisaea  during  July. 

Rainbow  Pool  overflowed  July  JO  for  the  first  time  since  the  earthquake. 

Giantess  started  erupting  approximately  5; 00  f*t  on  July  31  for  the  first 

time  since  May  15. 

Increased  thermal  activity  occurred  In  Pool  29   and  in  an  unmarked  pool 

in  the  v;est  Thumb  Geyser  Basin  during  July.   ccasional  Geyser  also  erupted 

upon  several  occasions  to  a  height  of  50-60  feet. 

After  two  years  of  waning  activity  in  Black  ijond  Basin  this  trend  is  now 
reversed.  Cliff  Geyser  is  erupting  one  to  two  tiiaes  each  day  compared  to 
near  dormancy  during  1%0  and  1961.  Sninbow  Pool,  whose  water  was 
lowered  about  a  foot  by  the  1959  earthquake,  suddenly  began  overflo 
soraetitae  over  the  last  week-end  in  the  month.  This  is  the  first  the  water 
has  risen  since  the  1939  drop,  the  overflow  is  much  heavier  than  before 
the  quake.  Rainbow's  regeneration  resulted  in  a  similar  increase  in 
theraal  energy  in  Handkerchief  Pool,  ^Ith  which  it  is  connected. 
Additional  evidence  of  subterraneous  connections  between  Rainbov;  and 
Green  Spring  was  in  evidence  by  the  drop  in  water  level  of  the  latter. 
Emerald  Spring  is  still  on  the  cool  »tde.

Aa  Mirth  tremor  was  felt  in  the  Horth  District  at  4t5e  AH  on  July  15.  This 
the  sharpest  tremor  reported  in  1962.

Park  aaager-Naturalist  f rot tar  reported  seeing  a  beaver  on  the  Ead 
Trail  near  the  patch  of  glacial  till  in  the  Grand  Canyon  on  the  nature 
walk  on  July  27. 

District  Ranger  fJorey  observed  a  bobcat  at  Mallard  Creek  Picnic  area 
July  29. 

Observations  have  been  reported  oa  a  number  of  birds  seldom  seen  in  ftorth 
District,  including  v. as  tern  Hood  Peewee,  Hock  i-iven,   Eedeyed  Vireo,  Great 
Gray  Owl,  Eed  Crossbill,  ¥el lose- bellied  Sapsueker. 

A  total  of  1,790  fish  vera  found  in  garbage  cans  in  the  Fishing  Bridge, 
Lake  and  west  Thumb  Areas  during  July.  This  number  is  considerably  less 
than  for  the  year  of  1959,

The 
degree  is  in  recognition  of  Mr.  Marler 's  distinguished  work  on  the 
geysers  and  hot  springs  of  Yellowstone  National  Park.

from  Switzerland. 

The  aelf -guiding  nature  trail  to  Cascade  Lake  has  been  in  operation 
during  the  month  aad  has  been  utilised  by  549  persons. 

Research  expeditions  by  Mr.  Replogle  aad  Park  Historian  Haines  were 
made  to  several  historic  sices  during  the  month.  Included  were 
Spurgias  Beaver  Slides,  West  Sate  Old  Soldiers  Station,  lo8i  S\   . 
Army  Camp  and  Firing  Range  in  Hes  Perce  Valley. 

During  the  month  the  Protection  Division  presented  a  Campf ire  Program 
each  Friday  in  the  amphitheater  at  Old  Faithful  and  Madison  Junction 
amphitheater.  Two  special  programs  for  children  were  presented  at 
Old  Faithful  by  Ranger  Cantrell. 

History 

On  August  2  Park  Historian  Aubrey  Haines  left  the  Park  for  Portland, 
Oregon,  and  Mount  Rainier  National  Park  to  attend  a  meeting  of  the 
Oregon  Historical  Society  at  Mount  Rainier  upon  the  release  of  the 
book  'Mountain  Fever j  Historic  Ascents  of  Rainier ".  the  following 
day  he  addressed  76  members  of  the  Oregon  Historical  Society. 

Research  and  Observation 

Research  on  Yellowstone  Indians  was  pursued  by  Mr.  Replogle,  both 
in  the  research  library  and  in  the  field. 

Ail  Park  Ha tura lists  in  North  District  participated  in  temperature 
measurements  of  hot  pools,  terrace  developments,  and  new  spring 
activity.  The  mapping  of  Lower  Terraces  and  Upper  Terraces  has  been 
tentatively  concluded.  As  a  winter  project,  Mr.  Phillips,  Super- 
vising  natural 1st  at  Mammoth,  has  agreed  to  complete  the  project 
with  narrative  for  self-service  pamphlets  for  public  use  in  these 
areas. 

On  August  26  two  earth  tremors  were  felt  in  the  Canyon  area,  oob 
at  5x15  AM  aad  the  second  at  6:20  AM.  Both  were  violent  enough  to 
shake  buildings  in  the  Government  area  but  apparently  no  damage 
was  done. 

SPECIAL  OBSERVATIONS 

It  is  evident  that  at  least  nine  new  springs,  including  Old  Bath 
Lake  and  Cedar  Tree  Spring,  lie  on  a  continuous,  hidden  fracture 
some,  all  above  Main  Terrace.  Reservoir  Spring  increased  its  flow 

during  the  first  week  in  August  and  temperature  is  lower. 
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Beehive  Geyser,  after  being  Inactive  froei  early  May,  erupted  tvice 

la  August. 

Cliff  Geyaer  has  been  very  active  during  the  month,  one  eruption 

lea ting  3  hours  and  IS  minutes. 

On  August  27  Steamboat  Geyaer  was  the  canter  of  unexpected  hyrdo- 

thermal  action.  Without  any  earning  it  suddenly  burst  up  to  a 

height  of  about  350  feet  from  both  of  its  vents.  Following  the 

water  phase  that  lasted  almost  an  hour,  steam  rose  many  hundreds 

of  feet  with  great  force.  Several  disgorged  rock,  fragments  were 

noted  to  be  encrusted  with  pyrite.  The  last  similar  eruption  of 

Steamboat  waa  on  September  1,  1961. 

Grand  Geyaer  had  a  13  hour  Interval  during  the  month j  this  was 

the  shortest  interval  since  the  1959  earthquake. 

The  small  geyser  on  the  east  end  of  Cucumber  Springs  which  began 

to  play  following  the  earthquake  ia  still  a  steady  apouter.

Special  Activities 

On  December  7  and  6,  Acting  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Good,  accompanied  by 
Assistant  Superintendent  Martinek,  attended  the  Wyoming  Outfitters 
Association  meeting  at  Dubois,  Wyoming*  lir.  Good  presented  a  talk  on 
the  elk  control  program  to  80  persons  on  the  3th. 

On  December  13,  the  Acting  Chief  Park  Naturalist  attended  the  public 
Bearing  on  elk  control  at  Soseman,  Montana  by  the  House  Interior  and 
Insular  Affairs  Committee, 

The  POP  for  the  Tower  Junction  Information  Center  was  completed  in 
rough  form  and  turned  over  to  the  Assistant  Superintendent  (North) 
for  review*  The  layout  was  a  combined  effort  of  the  North  District 
Naturalist  end  Tower  Sub-District  Ranger  Ray  Sellers* 

The  North  District  Naturalist  interviewed  the  Park  County,  Montana 
Superintendent  of  Schools  in  Livingston,  Montana,  regarding  the  proposed 
student  tour  program*  The  tour  plan  was  well  received,  however,  new 
arrangements  will  have  to  be  made  with  the  newly  elected  Superintendent, 
who  will  take  office  on  or  about  January  7,  1963* 

Revision  of  the  Park  Information  Manual  was  begun  during  the  month  by 
the  Park  Historian  and  Park  Naturalists  Mary  icagher  and  George  liarler* 

The  three  District  Naturalists  composed  a  committee  to  prepare  a  Park 
Interpretive  Prospectus*  A  rough  draft  of  the  first  part  of  the 
prospectus  was  submitted  for  review  at  the  &nd  of  the  month.

The  Park  Historian  spent  two  days  on  research  and  writing  an  historical 
background  of  tire  elk  problem*  Research  for  the  review  of  adverse  uses 
in  Yellowstone  was  completed,  and  a  part  of  the  review  was  put  into 
final  form*  Research  for  the  story  of  the  Yellowstone  National  Park 
Chapel  was  completed,  and  abstract  cards  were  prepared  for  this  project, 
ms  well  m»   the  review  of  adverse  uses* 

The  Foster  manuscript  on  the  Battle  of  the  nig  Hole  was  reviewed  by  the 
tack  Historian* 

A  map  which  will  appear  in  the  American  Heritage  Sock  of  the  Natural 
Wonders  was  reviewed  and  a  number  of  changes  were  suggested  . 
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A  microfilm  of  the  pocket  diary  carried  by  Samuel  T.  Mauser  was  received 
from  Yale  University  Library,  and  a  microfilm  of  the  Montana  State 
Historical  Library's  holdings,  which  relate  to  the  Washhurn~Langford- 
Doane  Expedition,  was  obtained. 

Research  and  Observation 

Park  Naturalist  iarler  spent  most  of  the  month  in  compiling  and  evaluating 
data  accumulated  during  1962  on  hot  spring  activity  in  the  Firehole  Geyser 
Basins.  From  this  data  an  initial  draft  of  a  report  covering  1962  hot 
spring  activity  was  written. 

A  trip  was  made  to  the  fumerole  area  in  Mary  Bay.  It  is  only  during  low 
water  periods  that  the  fumaroles  are  exposed.  They  extend  for  at  least 
100  yards  along  the  shore  of  the  Lake.  When  the  Lake  is  calm,  surface 
bubbling  can  be  seen  for  fully  half  a  mile  out  into  the  Lake,  indicating 
a  rather  extensive  uelt  of  fumarolic  or  hot  ground. 

LEDGE  GEYSER,  in  the  Morris  Basin,  is  known  to  have  had  at  least  one 
eruption.  However,  the  most  significant  thermal  activity  in  the  Horrls 
Basin  during  the  month  was  two  major  eruptions  of  STEAMBQAR  GEYSER,  the 
first  of  these  eruptions  occurred  on  the  loth.  It  is  likely  it  occurred 
in  late  afternoon,  or  during  the  night  of  this  day.  The  state  of  the 
Geyser  on  the  13th  was  highly  suggestive  that  it  had  been  close  to  two 
days  since  the  time  of  the  eruption.  During  the  steam  phase  of  this 
eruption,  the  wind  was  from  the  south,  as  the  trees  for  a  considerable 
distance  to  the  north  were  covered  with  Icicles;  also,  the  snow  in  this 
direction  had  a  mud  incrustation.  The  eruption  of  STEAMBOAT  on  Christmas 
Day  *•*  witnessed  by  Associate  Superintendent  Gastellum,  who  was  photo* 
graphing  frosted  trees  in  the  sack  Basin  area  when  the  eruption  started. 
Be  described  it  as  powerful,  spectacular  and  intimidating  due  to  the 
tremendous  steam  pressure  during  die  early  part  of  the  steam  phase.  On 
the  27th,  the  Geyser  was  in  about  the  same  state  as  when  visited  on  the 
13th.  During  the  steam  phase  the  wind  had  been  from  the  southwest.  The 
trees  to  the  northeast,  which  is  the  direction  the  jet  of  the  eruption 
is  projected,  were  heavily  incrusted  with  muddy  ice  for  a  distance  of 
over  500  feet.  Due  to  zero  weather,  the  trees  near  the  vent  were  pillars 
of  ice.  The  ground  right  up  to  the  edge  of  the  crater  was  heavily 
incrusted  with  ice.  Mr.  Gastellum  is  writing  a  special  report  on  this 
eruption. 

Initial  preparations  for  the  elk  reduction  biological  collection  project 
performed  intermittently  throughout  the  month. 


Park  naturalist  Mary  Meagher  spent  four  days  counting  waterfowl  aloag
